Artificial Scenting of Flowers, 

Flowers that have lost something of 
their perfume are now scented artificial- 
ly by watering them with an alcoholic 
solution of essence, using a little glycer- 
in to fix the odor, Thus, for violets, the 
liquid is composed of 100 grams of 
glycerin and 10 grams of essence of 
violet. In many places, while scented 
violets are comparatively rare, the un 
scented kinds grow wild in great profu- 
sion. These are now bought up in large 
quantities, scented artificially and put 
into the market in advantageous compe- 
tition with the perfumed violets grown 
by the horticulturists. Cut flowers which 
have wilted from time or transportation 
are revived by being plunged into a 
weak solution of salammoniac. Flowers 
which havo little or no scent are also 
perfumed for sale by being put into a 
box with ico and then saturated with 
a current of carbonic acid charged with 
perfume.—London Public Opinion.

The Achiwan league was formed by the 
12 towns of Achiwa for mutual protec- 
tion against foreign uggression, It was 
broken up by Alexander the Great, but 
reorganized B. ©. 280 and again dis- 
solved B. ©, 147. The second of these 
leagues comprised all the leading cities 
of the Peloponnesus, and, indeed, most 
of the cities and states of Greece, It was 
this league which contended with the 
Romane for the independence of Greece; 
but, its troops being defeated by Metel- 
lus at bearphiea and by Mummius near 
Corinth, the league was dissolved, and 
all submitted to the Roman 
domination.

Tn his report on the flora of Wyoming 
Professor Aven Nelson remarks that the 
power to withstand frost which has been

REAL DI AMON D JOE, 


THE TRUE STORY OF A MAN OF FAME 
AND WEALTH. 


A Rough Character Who Accumulated 
$7,000,000—How He Got His Namoe—He 
Was a Great Plunger—How He Died, as 


Told by the Doctor Who Was With Him, 


No name is more familiar to the 
miner west, and few more so to the cap- 
italist, than that of Diamond Joe Rey- 
nolds. All sorts of stories have been cir 
culated about his life, how he got his 
name, and when and where he died, 
Some are true, others fiction. We were 
all gathered about the board of a miners’ 
table at Cripple Creck, Colo., when the 
following narratives were told by Dr. 
Sydney R. Bartlett, the mine expert, 
who had been «a roommate at Harvard 
of Blake Reynclds, the only sou of the 
famous Joe. 

The doctor was also an expert in the 
employ of Reynolds and played an im- 
portant and grewsome part at the time 
of the old man’s death. Colorado mines 
and ores were discussed, and then the 
conversation turned on Arizona, when 
the Congress mine was spoken of, and, 
with it, its former owner, Diamond Joe. 
“Ho was the sharpest man on a bargain, 
and withal the most generous man, I've 
ever known,’’ said the doctor. ‘‘He was 
lame—hip disease, which was brought 
on when ho was a boy. It illustrated 
the stuff he was made of. He hada 
jackknife, and in drinking at an air- 
hole in the ice it slipped through. Reyn- 
olds went to his house, got an ax and 
chopped a hole in the ice large enough 
to admit his body and dived in, secured 
his knife, and cuught a cold resulting 
in a disease which lamed him for life. 
He told me,’’ continued the doctor, 
**that he started at 18 yearsof age with 
225, with which he bought a $45 heif- 
er, leaving him $20 in debt, and from 
that time up to his dying day he had 
never been out of debt, despite the fact 
that he left $7,000,000, 

“The true story of his getting the 
name of Diamond Joe was in this wise: 
Joe Davidson owned a number of steam- 
ers plying on the upper Mississippi, 
while Joe Reynolds owned boats run- 
ning south on the river to New Orleans. 
Both lines were known as the Joe 
steamers, and all bales and goods were 
marked via Joe line. The confounding 
of the two resulted in Reynolds drawing 
@ diamond around the Joe on all goods 
shipped, and thereafter he was Diamond 
Joe, and in no way did the appellation 
come from the fact that he had a fond- 
ness for wearing the precious stone, 

‘“‘As a plunger the o]d man has had 
few equals. One of the greatest was the 
Del Pasco mine in Arizona, but its tarn- 
ing out badly only strengthened his de- 
termination to secure a world beater, 
and it was about this time he set his 
heart on the Congress mine, which even 
today is one of Arizona’s greatest pro- 
ducers. He paid $39,000 for the proper- 
ty, and it was 65 miles from Prescott 
and any railroad. It was here the old 
man died. I went out to make an ex- 
amination of the old property for 
Reynolds and handled assays and the 
requisition department of the place, and 
they were lively days out there, The 
story of Reynolds’ death has not been 
repeated correctly, so I'll tell you the 
facts. 

“Tt was in February, 1890, and the 
rains were on, Outside of the mill we 
had a little shanty, a bunkhouse, and 
here we all slept. Never shall I forget 
that February night. He had been com- 
plaining for several days, though he 
Was up and about the mine and mill 
each day. 

‘One afternoon he was taken down 
euddenly, and I undressed him and put 
him to bed in one of my own night- 
gowns. Toward evening he grew worse, 
and the storm outside was fearful. About 
6 o'clock I knew he was dying. His 
desperate efforts to breathe were fright- 
ful. His head was on my shoulder, 
Then it was the thought struck me of 
getting his body to Prescott, for we had 
no ice, and it was # mighty bad road, 
covering 65 miles, and a start must be 
made at midnight, if the one train daily 
out of Prescott was to be caught, 

**About 9 o'clock I ordered the mill 
carpenter to come to the bunkhouse and 
whispered to him to knock some boards 
together into a coffin, and in # few 
minutes aboye the blowing outside I 
could hear the nails being driven home 
in poor old Joe's coffin and he not dead, 
It was pretty tough, I assure you, and the 
night made things seem worse, About 
midnight he died, and by 1 o’clock in 
the morning we had the body in the 
crude coffin, on one of the wagons, with 
its relay of six mules and its Mexican 
drivers, and the start to Prescott was 
made, It took the outfit just 24 hours to 
make the trip, and we caught the one 
train out of Prescott, It was a sad end- 
ing of & great man, and a terrible jour- 
ney."’ 

“And what became of the mine?’’ 
asked one of the men at the table, 

“It sold,’’ suid the doctor, “for $1,- 
600,000, ’’ Philadelphia Times,

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SHIPBOARD NAMES 


JACK TAR HAS A UNIQUE VOCABU- 
LARY OF HIS OWN. 


From It We Get Many of Our Expressive 
Slang Words Why the Names Were 
Given to Certain Things--A Little Piece 
of Gear With a Long Name, 


What we owe to ships and shipping 
for some of the phyrases in general use 
is a matter little considered, Yet such 
common terms as “brace up,’’ the tech- 
nical expression for hauling around the 
yards of a square rigged ship; ‘trying 
another tack,’’ the ‘‘mainstay’’ and 
“two sheets in the wind’ are borrowed 
from Jack's vocabulary. The masts are 
ateadied or staid by wire rigging. As 
the support of the mainmast the ‘‘main- 
stay’’ is one of the most important 
pieces of gear in the ship, Whena 
clumsy helmsman would allow the sails 
to flap uselessly, they were said to be 
all in the wind. ‘'Two sheets in the 
wind’’ indicates a demoralized helims- 
man, 

Of other odd names the sea furnishes 
aplenty. Beginning forward, the boom, 
extending downward, and, when the 
ship pitches, often in the water, is the 
“dolphin striker.’’ The holes in the 
“‘eyes’’ of the ship, through which lead 


the chains for the anchors, are the hawse | 


pipes. At sea the hawse pipes ure plug- 
ged by bags of canvas stuffed with oak- 
um, called ‘‘jackasses.’? The trough in 
which any water leaking past the 
‘Jackasses’’ is caught is called the 
‘*manger."’ 

Besides ‘‘catting'’ the 
customary to ‘‘fish’’ it. For these pur- 
poses the sailors man the ‘‘cat’’ and the 
“fish’’ falls. To ‘teat’? the anchor is to 
hoist it to the cathead, a beam pro- 
jecting over the bow. Fishing it is haul- 
ing the fluke of the anchor on the bow. 

The ‘Charley Noble,’’ as the galley 
smoke pipe is always called, is on the 
fo’castle. Queerly enough, though sail- 
ors have an explanatory story for every 
other name, no legend is connected with 
the use of Charley's name for the smoke 
pipe. Apropos of the cookery depart- 
ment there are no stoves on shipboard. 
Galley is the proper word. 

Forecastles were in the old days for- 
ward castles. Castles they were when 
ships were considered safest if built 
high at bow and stern. Sailor fondness 
for abbreviation mukes ‘‘fo’woastle”’ 
the correct pronunciation,  Oftener, 
nowudays, the fo’castle is the forehold, 

While bammocks are the usual ‘‘dream 
bags,’’ there is a ‘‘bed’’ for the bow- 
sprit. Each sail has its ‘‘sheets, 
the masts have ‘‘bolsters.’’ A pillow 
has no place in the sailor's outfit.

FREE SILVER AND CHEAP MONEY. 


History Gives Light to 
Judge the Future, 


Past 


For those of us who have no capital 
other than our hands and our brains the 
presence amongst us of men who have 
money, capital and the ability and dis- 
position to employ it in business ts a su- 
preme necessity. We must work, and it 
is important that we should work for 
men who have the ready ubility to pay 
us promptly and fairly at regular stated 


| periods 


Now, if these employers should elect 

pay us in orders upon neighbor- 
hood merehants, none of us would have 
reasonable cause to complain so long as 
these orders were readily exchangeable 
for money Without discount or for mer- 
chandise at regular cash prices, but the 
very moment that these had to be Sold 
ata discount for cash or when we had to 
pay an advance over cash prices for 
goods in exchange for them, then they 
would work a practical cutting down of 
our wages and prove to be a plain and 
palpable injury to us 

Only a few years ago, or up to the be- 
ginning of the war, every state of the 
Union had its own distinet and separate 
banking laws. Under these laws were 
organized banks of issue of every va- 
riety of security and solvency, from ab- 
solute safety in New York and Massa- 
chusetts, to anything but safety in some 
of the less careful states. The bills of 
these banks were scattered all over the 
country, and instead of being redeema- 
ble everywhere at pur they were bought 
and sold by the money brokers upon ev- 
ery street cayner at discount ranging 
from one or two to ten or fifteen per 
cent. The practical effect of this kind of 
currency Was that the manufacturer or 
other employer of labor would make up 
his pay-roll, then take good near-by 
bank bills, and, in New York or Boston, 
for instance, go to the brokers and buy 
Ohio and Pennsylvania bills at ten or 
per cent discount with which to 
liquidate it. 

Now,the working people, having little or 
no occasion to send money away and, tn 
these so-called good old silver days, less 
in the savings banks, 
Without realizing it, to pay an 
price for all that they bought 
of their clothiers, butchers and bakers 
to the full extent of the depression inthe 
value of the bills in which they were 
and more too, for the merchantg 
turn had to sell these bills to the 
brokers again in order to get a kind of 
money which their banks would receive 
from them upon deposit. ‘This was the 
Way thata cheap and abundant currency 
affected the working classes before the

Upon the breaking out of the war, 
Gisappeared from circulation, Subsidi- 
ary silver, Which was then the only sil- 
ver money in cireulation, disappeared 
with it, and even the old copper cents 
soon became so much more valuable for 
metal than their nomial coin value that 
they, also,were hidden away,and for sev- 
eral months our people had to resort to 
postage stamps, private coins and all

Seasicknoss, a Mechanical Remedy. 

None of the ‘remedies’? discovered 
for seasickness in the past has been 
very effectual, Mr, Thomas Moy now 
writes suggesting something new in 
this way. Some years ago, when cross- 
ing the Trish ehannel on board | . passen- 
ger steamer, with a very rough sen, it 
occurred to him that as the motions of 
the vessel produced seasickness it might 
be possible to so utilize such motions as 
to prevent that disagreeable malady. 
The vessel has three kinds of motions, 
arising and falling motion of the en- 
tire vessel, an oscillatory motion longi- 
tudinally about its center of gravity and 
a transverse rolling motion. Mr, Moy 
treated the longitudinal motions as hav- 
ing a tendency to drive matter, centrtf- 
ugally, toward the head and stern and 
the rolling motions as having a similar 
tendency to drive matter outward from 
the center of such motions. 

Now for details, ‘*The entrance to 
the stomach,’’ says Mr. Moy, ‘‘is on the 
left side of the body, the esophagus 
end, and the exit is on the right side, 
the pyloric orifice, and my experiment 
consisted in utilizing the longitudinal 
motions so as to kecp the food in the 
stomach and utilizing the rolling mo- 
tions so as to assist the natural opera 
tions of the esophagus in propelling the 
food toward the pyloric orifice. This I 
effected by selecting a couch arranged 
in a line with the keel, lying with my 
head toward the engine room and lying 
upon my left side’? The experiment, 
Mr. Moy adds, was entirely successful, 
and he has always adopted it in rough 
seas when a suitable berth could be ob- 
tained, It would be interesting to know 
whether any one has tried the rem- 
edy, and, if so, with what result. —West- 
minster Gucette. 
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Optician and Ocullat, 

The London Lancet has taken up the 
subject of the proper relation that should 
exist between the optician and the eye 
doctor, It is precisely because the ad- 
vances of our knowledge during the last 
few years have lifted the whole matter 
into the professional sphere, says this 
journal, that it behooves opticians to be 
chary of prescribing glasses, however 
competent they may be to determine the 
precise lens or combination of lenses re- 
quired. Even in this respect there are 
limitations to their powers, for the op- 
tician would not be justified in employ- 
ing atropine, without the use of which 
In many cases the appropriate 
cannot be ascertained. Ophthalmic sur- 
geons have reason to be grateful to the 
opticians for the beauty and perfection 
of the lens they supply and for many 
useful suggestions they have made in 
regard to mounting, and we are sure 
that in the long run those opticians will 
thrive best who will devote their ener- 
gies to the resources of their art. Though 
they may be thoroughly competent to 
deal with the physical aspect of the 
question, additional and special medical 
knowledge required determine 
whether it is advisable to adopt these 
very measures Which, from a physical 
point of view, leave nothing to be de- 
sired,

Egyptian Onions, 

Egypt has been regarded by some peo- 
ple as the land of pyramids and mum- 
mics only, but it has from time imme- 
morial had a reputation for onions, An- 
cient Egyptians swore by the onion and 
regarded the pliant as sacred. The in- 
scription on the pyramid of Cheops tells 
us that the workmen had onions given 
to them, and from the Bible we learn 
that the Hebrews, when slaves under 
Pharaoh, enjoyed these bulbs, and that 
when far away they remembered ‘the 
Jeeks, and the onions, and the garlie.”’ 
The Egyptian onion is a handsome and 
useful vegetable, and by selecting the 
best strains of the quality tends, 
year by year, toimprove. The Egyptian 
knows two varieties, the ‘'Baali’’ and 
the ‘‘Miskaoui,’’ but supplies of the lat- 
ter kind ure seldom sent abroad, as they 
absorb so much moisture from the fre- 
quently irrigated ground in which they 
are grown that they do not stand a sea 
voyage well, The ‘‘Baali’’ onion is the 
more popular Egyptian onion and is 
grown in yellow soil, which is sparingly 
watered while the bulbs are maturing, 
in order that the onions may stand a 
Jengthy sea voyage with little risk of 
sprouting. So cxcellent in quality are 
these onions that efforts are, it is said, 
being made in other countries to raise 
onions from Egyptian seed. —Chambers’ 
Journal.

Thither Solomon and many of the people 
wont to offer burnt offerings, token of 
whole hearted surrender to God to serve 
Him only it was in that night that the 
Lord appeared to him as here recorded, 
Hear the Lord saying similar words to us 
in John xiv, 18, 14 

6. David, my father, walked before 
thee in truth and in righteousness and in 
uprightness of heart with thee’? Solomon 
begins his request by speaking of God's 
great mercy or bounty to his father, The 
mercies of the Lord are a good topic for 
every morning, for thoy are new every 
morning. His compassions fail not, Grout 
is His faithfulness (Lam. ill, 22, 28). He 
is the Father of Mercies (II Cor, 4, 8). 
Solomon speaks of his father's walk before 
the Lord and with the Lord, Like Abra- 
ham, he walked before God (Gen, xvil, 
1), and, Hke Knoch, Noah and Levi, he 
walked with God (Gen. vy, 24; vi, 9; Mal.

THE LOVE OF GLOVES. 


INTERESTING FACTS FROM HISTORY 
CONCERNING THEM. 


Early Establishments. 
Rata, Dogs and Cats Furnish Materials 
Customs of Different 


Manufacturing 


For Glovemaking 
Times In Which Gloves Figured, 


Gloves are now worn indiscriminately 
by rich and poor and have no special 
significance excepting as a completing 
article of the toilet, much attention be- 
ing given to their fit in case the wearer 
is © woman. Strangely enough, that 
which is regarded as a particularly nice 
effect in the fit of a woman's glove be- 
comes a positive blemish when worn by 
aman, if indeed a man could be found 
who would wear a glove that was fitted 
to his hand without a wrinkle. 

The antiquity of gloves reaches into 
remote ages. As early as in the reign of 
Robert III glove manufacturers were in- 
corporated by charter in Perth, a guild 
being then established that still exists 
in name, although the town is not de- 
voted now to the manufacture of gloves 
as a leading article of commerce, 

A glovers’ company was. established 
in London in 1464, but was not char- 
tered until 1683. In 1661 a company 
for the manufacture and sale of gloves 
in Worcester, Eng-

was incorporated 
land, where the trade flourishes at the 
present time, the famous English ‘‘dog- 


skin,’’ made really from Cape sheepskin, 
und of a warm tan color, being unap- 
proached in excellence by any other 
makers. 

Paris is a glove market for the whole 
world, In the Swiss mountains kids are 
raised especially for this industry and 
great pains are taken to have the ani- 
mals killed while the skin is fine and 
soft. Tanneries at Millan, Annonay, 
Paris and Grenoble prepare them for the 
stitchers. But there are not enough kids 
raised in France to supply the great de- 
mand for gloves, and the gamins of 
Paris find steady and profitable employ- 
ment catching rats ut the mouths of the 
great drains of the city to eke out the 


trade. Dogs and eyen cats contribute 
also, though supplying an inferior ar- 
ticle of kid. 


In ancient days a glove represented a 
contract or pledge, a substitute for the 
hand, being cust down by one contract- 
ing party to be taken up by the other. 
It also represented a challenge, to throw 
down the glove often being an invita- 
tion to mortal combat. At the same 
time to give an enemy a glove ina pa- 
cifle manner was a pledge of faith, to 
break which was regarded as a crime. 
The borderers of Scotland were so par- 
ticular about this use of the glove that 
when one of their knights broke faith 
with his glove keeper they proclaimed 
his perfidy by riding to appointment 
holding aloft a spear, from the point of 
which the dishonored glove dangled. 
And if the knight was slain by his own 
clan if was conceded to be a righteous 
punishment. 

A fur lined glove worn by Henry VI 
is preserved in an old mansion that gave 
him shelter ufter the battle of Hexham, 
1464. It is of tan leather lined with 
deerskin with the hair on and turned 
over to form ua cuff. 

It is recorded of unfortunate Anne 

Boleyn that she possessed many puirs of 
extravagant gloves and would always 
vear them to hide certain blemishes on 
her nails which offended the eye of 
the king. Her royal predecessor used to 
delight in making her play cards with- 
out them, as it was sure to result in her 
discomfiture, 

Queen Elizabeth took much pride in 
her gloves, and made an entry in her 
book of expenses of ‘‘one payr of gloves 
embrawret with gold,’’ which she sent 
as a gift to her sister Mary. She also 
recorded the fact of receiving *‘ten payr 
of Spanyshe gloves from a duches in 
Spayne."’ 

It has been customary for gentlemen 
to remove the right hand glove when 
shaking hands with w lady. This cus- 
tom deseended from an ancient one 
which forbade any one to enter the pres- 
ence of royalty in gloves, because yvisit- 
ors were to stand unarmed, with the 
helmet off the head, the gauntlets off the 
hands, to show that there were no hos- 
tile intentions. 

Biting the glove is looked upon with 
disfavor as an unpleasant habit. But it 
had once a deeper meaning—a pledge 
of deadly vengeance 

Stern Rutherford but little said, 
But bit his glove and shook his head. 

Thus wrote Sir Walter Scott 
“Lay of the Last Minstrel,’’ 

It was considered no crime for law- 
yers and special pleaders to take the 
bribe of a pair of gloves, and the custom 
did not fall into disfavor until the 
g®loves were ‘‘lined’’ with coin, which 
gained the name of ‘glove money.’’ To 
this ancient custom can be traced the 
present habit of presenting gloves to the 
Kuests at weddings or funerals, 

Gloves were first worn by the clergy 
to symbolize that their hands were clean 
aud not open to bribes, 

Both the old and the modern poets 
have written tender verses to this capri- 
cious article of feminine attire, 

“Send me a glove you have lately 
worn aud f will tell your characteris- 
tics,’’ was the way in which an advyer- 


in his 


tisement was worded a few years ago. 
Incidentally a fee of #1 was mentioned 
as consideration. But the people who 
were enticed into sending their dollars 
were moro than satisfied with the re- 
sult. The glove reader told them the 
most wonderful things about themselves 
—the color of the eyes and hair, peculiar- 
ities of disposition, and many other 
things. Then society went into the 
glove reading business, minus the fee, 
and the secret was soon discovered, 
Gloves tell tales and carry individual- 
ity, as docs a favorite perfume used by 
the wearer, —Detroit Free Press. 


German Medieval Schools, 

In Germany, which today we regard 
as the home of the university par ex- 
tellence, the educational movement, 
Btrangely enough, was slow to establish 
itself, The low state of civilization, the 
disintegration of civic life, together 
with the fact that the bulk of the Ger- 
man students, touched by the intellec- 
tual revival, was drawn off to Paris or 
Bologna, told severely against the pro- 
duction of great national studio, Hence, 
with the exception of Prague (really 
Bohemian) and possibly Vienna, the 
real importance of such German univer- 
sities as Heidelberg, Leipsic and Erfurt, 
dates from the reformation, which, as 
Mr. Rashdall aptly reminds ua, was 
“born in # university,’’ and only made 
possible through the universities. 
Prague, like Naples, was the result of a 
definite foundation, owing its existence 
to a papal bull in 1847, followed by a 
charter of Charles IV, of ‘‘golden bull"’ 
fame, in 1848. Founded as a deliberate 
stroke of policy, it was copied in 1865 
by the rival Hapsburg creation at Vi- 
enna, and in both these acts the influ- 
ence of Frederick's notable charter of 
1224 is distinctly traceable. Striking as 
is its mixed constitution, the chief in- 
terest in Prague will always center in 
its tragic history. ‘ 

The university arose in the haleyon 
age of Bohowia and awoke to find itself 
famous. As the most solid expression of 
the passionate Bohemian nationalism, 
the theater of the bloody struggle be- 
tween Teuton and Czech, which only 
closed in the expulsion of the Germans; 
as the arena of a fierce philosophical 
collision between Teutonic and orthodox 
nominalism against Czech and “heretic- 
al realism; 
religious revival of Miliez, Matthias, 
Janow; finally, as the alma mater of 
Huss, schoolinan, reformer and martyr, 


the biracial University of Prague fore- | 


shadowed in miniature the era of Sturm 
und Drang, which sapped the fabric of 
mediwvalism and ushered in the refor- 
mation. —Quarterly Review.

The Old Mythology Enters Into the Hearts 
of Visitors There, 


It is a common remark that a feeling 


of disappointment is almost invariably | 


experienced on a_ first visit to Stone- 
henge. This is partly due to the vast 
solitude in which the monument stands, 
There is nothing near enough to it in 
any direction to furnish a standard by 
which to estimate the magnitude of the 
stones.

BIENNIAL ELECTIONS. 


Why Massachusetts Should Adopt the 
Amendments. 


The undersigned, Citizens of Maasachu- 
Betts, respectfully address this appeal 
to their fellow citizens, in behalf of the 
Amendments to our Constitution, pro- 
viding for Biennial Blections of State 
officers and members of the Legislature, 
fecently approved by the Legislature of 
1896, and which will come before our 
voters for aproval at the approaching 
November election 

First Article of Amendment: Shall 
the proposed amendment to the Constl- 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
State officers be approved and ratified? 

Second Article of Amendment: Shall 
the proposed amendment to the Constl- 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
members of the general court be ap- 
proved and ratified’? 

These Amendments provide, that, be- 
ginning with the election of 1898, all 
future state elections shall occur every 
two years instead of annually, and that 
all of our State Wxecutive officers, as 
Well as members of the Legislature, shall 
serve for two years, The Legislature, 
however, will meet annually, as at pres- 
ent. 

This important measure of reform In 
the administration of our State affairs 


has been before our people for consid- 
eration for twenty years, It has been 
strongly urged for adoption by several 


of our esteemed governors, viz: Rice, 
Talbot, Claflin, Ames, Robinson, Brack- 
ett and Greenhalge, It has received the 
hearty support of thousands of our citi- 
zens, irrespective of party affillations; 
its merits have been commended by 
substantially the entire public press of 
the State, and in the exercise of their 
duties, as legislators, it has received, 
after proper consideration, the support 
and votes of nearly three thousand Leg- 
islative representatives of the people 
The history of the movement for less 
frequent elections in the various States 
of the Union shows that it has not 
Leen regarded as a party question, but 
has been adopted by the several States, 


independent of party consideration, as 
wise of reform

Trees Prevent Tornadoes, 

Ido not think that trees in the tor- 
nado districts are of especial value as 
wind breaks, but rather as presenting so 
many points to discharge the electricity 
of the atmosphere and clouds, Any green 
growth is of value in preventing intense 
heating of the soil, which increases the 
danger from electric action, if it does 
not augment itsintensity. New England 
and the east, though favorably situated 
as regards an abundance of moisture, 
rarely have soil conditions likely to give 
the electricity needed for these out. 
bursts. The west, in April, May and 
early June, is almost bare of green, and 
the conditions are quite favorable for 
electric increase and severe discharge. 
The tornado is a violent manifestation 
of the thunderstorm, and any method 
of diminishing the electricity of the air 
will inevitably diminish the tendency 
to violent outbursts. The most impor- 
tant thing just now is to establish be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt the electric 
origin and energy of a tornado, Of course 
trees should be planted everywhere with- 
out waiting for anything. In Michigan 
forests we have so called windfalls or 
strips 500 feet wide and five or more 
miles long where trees are all blown 
down. The evidence is conclusive that 
& tornado cannot devastate a very long 
stretch of forest. Twish the public could

remarkable phenomenon, and yet I fear

If left to himself, the London sparrow 
would probably multiply exceedingly, 
for there enough waste from every 
human household to keep at least one

pair of sperrows. That would give 
something like 1,500,000 sparrows to 
the area of greater London. But these 


figures do not represent actual facts. 
The sparrow population is rigorously 
kept down, not by want of fecundity, 
for, at the zoo, for instance, where food 
and shelter abound, the birds seem to 
breed at all seasons of the year, but by 
the operations of the natural enemy, 
that great fact in all wild life which 
even the progressive London sparrow 
cannot avoid. The natural enemy in 
this case is the London cat. If any one 
will count up the number of houses in 
his or her knowledge which do not pos- 
sess a cat, the numbers and ubiquity of 
the natural enemy will become appar- 
ent. 

Poor people keep more cats than rich 
people, s0 the small houses abound in 
cats. Rich people’s cats, which have 
large houses as arule, only catch the 
Sparrows on their own estate, but poor 
cats have to poach at large, and their 
ravages among the young sparrows are 
prodigious. It has been observed that a 
sparrow killing cat bags, on the average, 
two young birds a day. No amount of 
correction seems to prevent their in- 
dulgence in this form of sport. They 
know it is wrong, but it is too fascinat 
ing. One young cat of the writer’s a 
quaintance went into a fit after a mild 
beating for killing young sparrows, and 
as soon as he recovered went off tocatch 
another. A cat in the same house which 
was surprised with two naked nestlings 
in its mouth slipped them underneath a 
mat on the stags when it saw its mis- 
tress approaching. Nature is too strong 
for them, and the drawing room pussy 
seems no more able to the taste 
for sport than the stable cat. —London 
Spectator,

There is an apparent difference of 
opinion between the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council regarding the 
salaries of Election Officers. For the 
past few years the salaries have been as 
follows; Wardens and Clerks $10.00 per 
day; Inspectors $7.00 per day; and $1.00 
to each deputy official who reported at 
the opening of polls but who performed 
no other service. 

Pres‘dent George ©. Conn of the Com- 
mon Cou. sil, learning that these amounts 
were considerably in excess of what 
other small cities were paying, intro- 
duced an order fixing the salaries of 
Wardens and Clerks at $1.00 per day, 
the Inspectors at $5.00 per day and 50 
cents for Deputies reporting for duty. 
This order was adopted by the Common 
Council before the Mayor had nominated 
this year's officials and could not be 
construed as aiming at any one iu par- 
ticular. It was simply an attempt to 
check extravagance, 

It was hardly to be expected that the 
Aldermen would agree with any order 
looking toward economy and it was 
supposed that this order would “die on 
the table,” the same as certain other 
economical orders have done in that 
body.

morning, Oct. 18, 1896, 
Rev. Lraxnpen Thompson peacefully passed 
on to the Better Land at his home at North 
Woburn in the house in which he was born 
nearly 85 years ago, He received a paraly- 
tie shock in May last, since whieh time he 
had been gradually failing in health and his 
death was not unexpected, although none 
the less a deep bereavement to family and 
friends on that account. 

Leaxpern Thompson, fourth child of 
Deacon Charlies and Catherine Wyman 
Thompson, who were married on Jan. 19, 
1802, anda lineal descendant, in the seventh 
generation, of James Thompson, who waa a 
resident of Charlestown from 1680 to 1642, 
one of the first settlers of Woburn, and a 
resident of the town from 1642 to 1682, war 
born at New Bridge (North Woburn) on 
March 7, 1812, and was therefore far ad 
vanced in years at the time of his death. 
Uis first Woburn ancestor was also the 
ancestor of Count Rawford, 

Although nearly all of hia active pro- 
fessional life wae spent away from his native 
town no man in Woburn was known by 
more people or enjoyed wider esteem than 
the subject of this notice. An amiable, 
kindly nature, cheerful disposition, helpful 
words and acts, won him warm frienda in 
every walk of life, and the sorrow felt for 
his death is general and sincere. He lived 
an exemplary Christian life; his standard of 
morals was high; the influence which he 
had on his generation, in native and foreign 
lands, was elevating and for the beat inter- 
ests of his fellowmen; and the good he 
accomplished will long be felt and appre- 
ciated, 

Rev. Mr. ‘Thompson was a person. of 
more than ordinary intellectual parts which 
were strengthened by a collegiate education 
and an application to literary pursuits con- 
tinued all through his life. He was a ripe 
scholar, a ready writer, and an author of 
wide repute. 

The deceased obtained his early educa- 
tion in the Woburn public schools, was 
fitted for college at Warren Academy, this 
town, entered Amherst College in 1831 and 
graduated in 1835. Subsequently he entered 
Andover Theological Seminary and ygradu- 
ated in 1838. Soon after this he was called 
to supply a pulpit at Granly, Mass., where 
he remained about one year. In January, 
1840, he sailed from Boston for Syria as a 
missionary for the American Board; safely 
reached his destination with other miasion- 
aries who accompanied him, and entered on 
his work, 


While in Syria Mr. Thompson was a 
teacher in the High School at Beirut, and 
besides discharging the duties of a mission- 
ary he preached in turn with others on 
Sundays at the American Consulate there. 

While he was thus engaged that country 
was convulsed with the first in a succession 
of terrible wars, After living for many 
weeks in the midst of scenes of horror and 
peril, which had their centre in and around 
Beirut, the missionaries were obliged to 
flee. 

After a time he returned to Beirut, but he 
had little more than settled down to his 
work before another war broke out, and this 
was followed by a third and fourth in lees 
than four years, but he kept at work until 
seized with a severe type of chills and fever, 
which finally compelled his return to 
America. He reached his home after hav- 
ing been under the direction of the Board 
of Missions a little less than four years. 

Since then, never of vigorous health, his 
constitution having been shattered, he led a 
life of almost incessant work. For seven 
years he was a pastor in South Hadley, 
Mass.; for 13 in West Amesbury, now 
Merrimac, and for nearly that length of 
time was stated supply in Wolfeboro, N. H., 
and in Woburn. 

For about 15 years he was unable to 
preach regularly, but engaged in literary 
pursuits, in historical and other research 
and in writing 

Besides a memoir of Rev 
of Haverhill, a centennial history of the 
schools of Woburn, and a memorial of 
Jumes Thompson, giving «a genealogy and 
biographical sketches of the family, be 
wrote many articles for papers and monthly 
and quarterly magazines. He has been a 
regular and greatly valued contributor of 
historical and other local matter to the 
JouRNAL for years, and its readers hereafter | 
will miss the good things from his prolific 
and entertaining pen, 

Mr. Thompson united with the First Con- 
gregational Church of Woburn in July, 
1827. He was a member of the New Eng 
land Historic Genealogical Society and the 
Rumford Historical Association of Woburn 
Inthe three towns in which he lived the 
longest he was a member of the School 
Board and a part of the time Chairman. 

Rev. Mr. Thompson was married Noy. 6, 
1839, to Miss Anne Eliza Avery, only 
daughter of Samuel and Mary Avery of 
Wolfboro, N. H., who is still living. They 
celebrated their golden wedding seven years 
ago, which was largely attended, and made | 
quite an event. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Thompson leaves 
one son, Samuel A. Thompson of North 
Woburn, and three brothers, Hon. Edward 
I. Thompson, ex-Mayor of Woburn, Abijah 
and Henry ‘Vhompson, all ot whom resides 
in Woburn, 

The funeral was held at the Norh Con- 
xregational church at 2 o'clock last Wednes- 
day afternoon. The church was filled with 
friends and relatives of the deceased. The

TREASURED PLATES. 


Bits of Minton Ware That Are Worth 
Fortunes In Themselves, 

The dinner plates most popular among 
mi)lionaires of today are of Minton ware 
and cost $2,729 each, or as much as a 
plate of solid gold, The Minton plates 
have exquisite painting in the center, 
done by Boullinere, from designs taken 
from old miniatures. 

Next to these in popularity come the 
plates of the English crown derby. They 
are much cheaper, costing only $1,688 
a dozen, or $186.50 apiece. Neverthe- 
less they are very beautiful, many being 
painted with miniatures by LeRoy. 
There aro no other decorations on the 
dishes, but the edges are finished with 
a filigree of gold. 

More expensive than these are the 
paste on paste plates, which cost $150 
each or $1,800 a dozen. These, too, are 
real works of art. They have a cameo 
decoration of exquisite delicacy. In the 
center of each is a design of figures with 
flowing drapery, done in translucent 
white on a medallion of pale blue. A 
filigree pattern in blue finishes them at 
the edges. 

Imitations of delft china are made 
in Holland, France and England, but of 
real delft there is not a scrap outside of 
some few collections; also it is worth 
much more than its weight in gold. 
Connoisseurs will pay quite fabulous 
prices for a cracked bit of this beautiful 
old ware. 

It isclaimed that there is but one 
complete dinuer set of delft now in ex- 
istence, and that is comparatively mod- 
ern, bearing as it does the date of 1816, 
It was made in England and not in Hol- 
land. It is very quaint and beautiful, 
and is very valuable. It belongs to Mr, 
Joseph P. McHugh of Philadelphia. 

Mr. McHugh recently acquired this 
most desirable possession by buying it 
from Miss Eleanor H. Frick, in whose 
family it had been since its manufac- 
ture. The design represents ‘‘The Beau- 
ties of America.’’ Among the pictures 
which appear on the plates are the Oc- 
tagon church, the Atheneum, the state- 
house and the hospital in Boston, the 
capitol at Washington, Mount Vernon 
on the Potomac, the Hartford Deaf and 
Dumb asylum, the New York city hall 
and the Philadelphia exchange and li- 
brary. 

Mr. H. W. Ranger, the landscape 
painter, has an old blue and white 
Dutch plate that is declared by connois- 
seurs to be worth $650. He found the 
plate among a number of other pretty 
trifles while traveling in Holland and 
paid 25 cents for it. It was only when 
upon arriving in England he showed it 
to a dealer that he learned its real value, 
A well known editor in New York has 


@ passion for this fine china and has a} 


collection he glouts over in secret as a 
miser revels in the gold in his money 
bags. 

Mrs, William Astor has an entire 
service of purest gold consisting of 80 
pieces. They are unornamented, except 
for the coat of arms and initials that 
appear on each. Mrs. John Jacob Astor 
has also a set of gold dinner dishes, but 
it is not 80 complete, It is said that the 
objection to gold plates is that they are 
easily scratched with the knife and fork, 
Such sets are not kept in stock by the 
American jewelers, and if bought here 
anust be made to order, In England 
they are more readily obtained, 

When questioned on the subject, the 
Tepresentative of one of New York’s 
best firms suid that gold plates would 
cost from $225 up. The price would de- 
pend upon the weight and decorations. 
A plate of gold the size and thickness 
of an ordinary dinner plate would weigh 
much more than the china, If the plates 
were elaborately engraved or chased, it 
would add much to the expense, and 
they might even be inlaid with precions 
stones or enameled,—Chicago News. 


Scenes In Cordova, 


At last a turn in the white street 
brought us to the golden wall of the 
cathedral, about which cluster 60 many 
Moslem and Moorish memories. We 
walked up and down the four sides of 
its huge square. Had we been in the 
proper humor, we could have read its 
history, as we walked, in the horseshoe 
arch, the Gothic shrine, the modern bit 
of scaffolding, that, with their black 
thadows, told in strong relief upon its 
golden bareness, Instead, we were busy 
hunting for an open gate, but all were 
locked. And #0 on we went with our 
weary tramp, out upon the Moorish 
bridge across the Guadalquiyir, It was 
refreshing to see a river with water in 
it, even if it straggled among sand 
banks and Jost itself in shallows, And 
here was a little life. Twoor three men 
were actually bathing, an old Moorish 
mill Kerving them us bathhouse, There 
was # hooded shrine in the middle of 
the bridge, aud we stood under it in the 
shadow, looking back to the low domes 
and the one tall bell tower rising above 
the golden walls, and to the town, so 
Jarge in its emptiness, 80 small for the 
hundreds of thousands who once lived 
Within it.

The law requires that nomination 
papers for officers to be voted for by the 
state at large shall be filed not later 
than Oct. 12, and that they shall be 
signed by not less than 1000 qualified 
voters. These voters must not only sign 
thelr names in full, but must them- 
felves write the name of their city or 
town, and the street and number of their 
residence, One such signer upon each 
paper must make oath to the state- 
ments therein contained before a magis- 
trate, and the whole paper, with a speci- 
fic statement of the number of qualified 
voters upon it, must be certified to by at 
least a majority of the board of regis- 
trars of the 
voters reside, 

In the case of the nomination papers 
filed by the National Democratic stata 
central committee, there were nearly 
2000 signatures spread upon no less than 
112 different papers, from 75 different 
cities and towns, 

This great package of papers was 
taken to the state house and delivered 
to the secretary of state on Friday, Oct, 
9, at 4 o'clock p. m., by John C, Lane, 
Esq., of Norwood, the secretary of the 
state committee. It wequired nearly an 
hour for the large and active force of 
clerks in the secretary's department to 
examine these papers for the purpose 
of verifying the count of signatures and 
the names of the mag @trates and com- 
missioners. 

These papers were prepared fora full 
set of presidential electors, pledged to 
support for president, John M. Palmer 
of Illinois, and for vice president, Simon 
B. Buckner of Kentucky, as well as tha 
various state officers,

Edward Connor, in an article on the 
“Peculiarities of the Table’’ in The 
Table of London, says with truth that 
the better n people eats the more it will 
be found advanced in knowledge, polite- 
ness and urbanity; that there is a close 
correlation between culinary perfection 
and its tendencies in the arts and let- 
ters, Gastronomic delicacy of taste and 
elegance of selection find their comple- 
ment in intellectual refinement. Mr, 
Connor illustrates this in the Panta- 
gruclian feasts of the Fnglish, which 
appear to give the keynote to the na- 
tion, He does not specify what that is, 
but those who have had relations with 
Wuglishmen will not be in doubt, This 
keynote to national characteristics he 
develops further in a review of Italian 
and German cooking. As Italy gave 
birth to plays based on intrigue and 
buffoonery, its culinary art reflects 
those qualities. Every dish is a farei or 
amosaic of condiments from pralpetti 
and ficatelli to ravioli. 

Dr. Thudichum says that the civiliza- 
tion of a nation may best be judged by 
its confectionery. That of the Italians, 
while outwardly inviting and beautiful, 
lacks substance and is full of deception, 
These characteristics are not uncommon 
among that people. Dr. Connor says 
that German cookery is the upheaval of 
gastronomy. It is homely and military 
and distinctly characterizos the civiliza- 
tion of the nation, As regards the serv- 
ice of meals, the number of dishes was 
formerly restricted by the edicts of ral- 
ers.

2, Some one has said that wisdom uses 
the best means toward the best ends, that 
instruction is discipline or training and 
that understanding is discerning good and 
evil, All this is summed up in Christ, 
who is made unto us wisdom (1 Cor, 1, 80), 

& Justice, judgment and equity are at- 
tributes of uprightness, and these also are 
suinmed up in Christ, who shall yet exe- 
cute judgment and justice in the earth 
(Jer, xxili, 5) By His spirit in us we 
may day by day walk uprightly, and like 
Lovi walk with God in peace and equity 
and turn many away from iniquity (Mal. 
il, 6), 

1. Thosimple are easily led, and if led by 
God all is well, but if led by the devil all 
is ill, Tho things of God are hidden from 
those who are wiso and prudent in their 
own estimation and revealed unto babes 
(Math, xi, 25). To be simple toward God 
is the highest wisdom, 

6. The wise will hear and increase 
learning. In verso 83 observe that it is to

Such hearing gives fe and 
soul satisfavtion (Isa. ly, 2, 8).

9, No ontward adorning is of any value 
in the sight of Gog but the ornament of a 
meok and quiet spirit is in the sight of 
God of preat price (1 Pet. ili, 4), and this 
comes by the word of God dwelling in us.

Ho is constantly suggesting to people how 
to be rich by unrighteousness, and hoe 
catches many in his net, they not consid- 
bring the future, like the rich man of Luke 
xvi, Listen to wisdom on this point and

The Hero of a Shipwreck, 
A tale of rare heroism 
light in connection with the loss of 
ship Ealing, wrecked on her pa 
New York early in the year, The men 
made for the two boats, the under 
the captain’s command and the other 
under the mate's. It was the depth of 
winter in the north Atlantic, and some 
of the men died from exposure the same 
day, including the captain, This boat 
was then under the command of the 
second mate, Mr. Thomas, who navi- 
gated her to the nearest port, Canso, 
Of course only a few stood the intense 
cold, and Mr. Thomas bore the brunt of 
the toil and suffering. Without com- 
pasa, food or instruments of any kind, 
he hid to tell the men how to steer by 
the polestar and sun, <As the poor fel- 
lows died, frozen stiff, they were gen- 
tly thrown overboard to liet#en the 
boat, a prayer being offered the while, 
In four days land was made, and the 
remnant of the crew, perfectly helpless, 
were taken on shore to the hospital, It 
was then found that Mr. Thomas was 
so severely frost bitten that it was neces- 
sary to amputate both hands and feet.

The men in the chief 
mate's boat have never since been heard 
of, so that the eight men landed are the 
sole survivors of a crew of 24.—London 
Telegraph. 
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Animals In Japan, 

Japan is a land without the domestic 
animals. It is this lack which strikes 
the stranger so forcibly in looking upon 
Japanese landscapes, There are no cows 
—the Japanese neither drink milk nor 
eat meat. There are but few horses, and 
these are imported mainly for the use 
of foreigners, The wagons in the city

There are but few dogs, and these are 
neither used as watchdogs, of 
burden nor in hunting, except by for 
eigners, There are no sheep 1n Japan; 
the wool is not used in clothing, silk 
and cotton being the staples. There are 
no pigs—pork is an unknown article of 
diet, and lard is not used in cooking, 
There are no goats or mules or donkeys. 
Wild animals there are however—in 
particular bears of enormous size. One 
of these Mr. Finck saw stuffed in a 
museum, and he describes it as being as 
“big as an ox.'' War, of course, is ac- 
quainting the Japanese with the use of 
animals, 
and others to drag the field guns, Thi 
empress also, in obvious imitation of 
European royalties, is an expert horse- 
woman, and saddle horses are kept for 
her use.—Science Siftings.

In this particular alone, a great sav- 
ing of time and energy would be effect- 
ed, and a much greater opportunity 
would be afforded for the lessghasty and 
more careful consideration dr the really 
important subjects which come before 
the legislature. As it is now, the larger 
part of every is almost exclu- 
sively devoted to tedious and long drawn 
out committee hearings, often upon sub- 
jects which are entirely famillar to a 
large body of the members, before any 
real opportunity is afforded for the dis- 
cussion of important matters in = the 
House and Senate. The result is, that, 
as a rule, the most important questions 
| of legislation are decided at or near the 
end of the sessions, When the members 
are tired out with their long attendance, 
and are hard-pressed for time in which 
' to examine and study important ques- 
tions 

How detrimental to good legislation the 
present practice is shown by even a 
hasty glance at the recent blue 
During the last ten years the legislature 
has enacted no less than 4786 different 
luws and 1192 rsolves, or a grand total 
of 5888. This is atan average rate of more 
than 478 acts and 110 resolves a year, or 
a total of 588 per annum. That these 
enactments are almost as transitory as 
they are numerous appears from a glance 
at the tables of changes in the statutes 
given in the b®e books. From these ta- 
bles it appears that of the foregoing 478& 
acts passed in the last ten years, no less 
than 1049 have been amended, repealed 
or otherwise affected by subsequent leg- 
islation, or more thana fifth (22 percent) 
of the whole. And more extraordinary 
still, many of these changes or repeals 
have been made in the year in 
which the originals were enacted. For 
example, the legislature of 1896 repeale 
or tinkered thirty-three of its own enact- 
ments; the legislature of 1895, twenty- 
three of its enactments; the legislature 
of 1894, forty-three of its enactments; 
and so in every year, 

It is entirely reasonable to presume 
and entirely safe to predict, that if al 
legislators served at least two years suc- 
cessively, and, as has been suggested 
many familiar subjects of proposed leg- 
islation which are now hardy annuals 
could be disposed of for two years in- 
stead of one, and the legislature thus left 
with much more time than it now has t 
investigate and discuss subjects of real 
importance, under conditions much more 
favorable to wise and stable legislatiorx 
than now prevail, the result would be, not

COSTERMONGER CARTS. 


Oddities on Wheels Scen In the Streets of 
London, 

All who pass along the thoroughfares 
of the metropolis, bestowing more than 
a cursory glance upon the many phases 
of its busy street life, must be struck 
with astonishment to observe the vari- 
ous modes of conveyance used by those 
who resort to the public thoroughfares 
for a livelihood, From the more provi- 
dent costermonger’s pony and donkey 
cart to the rusty old ion tray slung 
around the neck by the vender of black- 
ing and down to the ragged little boy 
with his lucifer matches in the last re- 
mains of 4 willow hand baske# or a ci- 
gar box, the shape and variety of the 
means resorted to by the costeynougers 
and other street sellers for carrying 
about their goods are almost as mani- 
fold as the articles they vend. 

The pony—or donkey—carts (and the 
latter is by far the more usual beast of 
draft) of the prosperous costermon- 
gers are of three kinds, The first is of 
an oblong shape, with a rail behind, 
upon which is placed a tray filled with 
bunches of greens, turnips, celery, ete., 
while other commodities are laid in the 
bed of the cart. 

Another kind is the common square 
cart Without springs, which is so con- 
structed that the sides, as well as the 
front and back, will let down and form 
shelves whereon the Stock may be ar- 
ranged to advantage. 

The third sort of pony cart is one of 
home manufacture, consisting of the 
framework of a body without sides, or 
front, or hind part. Sometimes a coster's 
barrow is formed into a donkey cart 
merely by fastening with cord two rough 
poles to the handles ~All these several 
kinds of carts are .@*, for the convey- 
ance of either fruit, vegetables or fish; 
but besides these there is the salt vend- 
er’s cart, with and without the tilt or 
covering, and a square piece of tin 
(stuck into a block of salt) on which is 
painted ‘Salt 8lb. a penny,’’ Then 
there is the poultry cart, with the wild 
ducks and rabbits dangling at its sides, 
and with two uprights and a cross stick 
upon which are suspended birds, etc., 
slung across in couples. 


The above conveyances are all of 
small dimensions, the barrow being 
generally about 5 feet long and 8 feet 
wide, while the carts are mostly about 
4 feet square. 

Every kind of harness is used, Some 


are well blacked and greased and glitter- 
ing with brass, others are almost as 
gray with dust as the donkey itself, 
Some of the animals are gaudily capari- 
soned in an old carriage harness which 
fits like a man’s coat on a boy’s back, 
while the plated silver ornaments are 
pink, with the copper showing through. 
Others haverude traces and bellybands, 
and not afew indulge in old cotton 
handkerchiefs for pads. 

The next conveyance (which, indeed, 
is the most general) is the costermon- 
ger's handbarrow. These are very light 
in their make, with springs terminating 
at the axle. Some have rails behind for 
the arrangement of their goods; others 
have not. Some have side rails, while 
others have only the framework, The 
shape of these barrows is oblong, and 
sloped from the hind part toward the 
front. The bottom of the bed is not 
bourded, but consists of narrow strips 
of wood nailed athwart and across. 

When the coster is hawking his fish 
or vending his green stuff, he provides 
himself with «a wooden tray, which is 
placed upon his barrow, Those who 
cannot afford a tray get some pieces of 
board and fasten them together, these 
answering their purpose as well, Pine- 
apple and pineapple rock barrows are 
not infrequently seen with sinall, bright 
colored flags at the four corners flutter- 
ing in the wind, 

Then there are the cat and dog's meat 
barrows. These, however, are merely 
common wheelbarrows, with a board in 
front and a ledge or shelf, formed by a 
piece of board nailed across the top of 
the barrow, to answer the purpose of a 
cutting board, Lastly, there is the 
hearthstone barrow piled up with 
hearthstone, Bath brick and lumps of 
whiting.—Spare Moments. 


The Czar and the Reporters, 

Some strange stories are afloat con- 
cerning the way in which certain spe- 
cial correspondents were treated at the 
corouution of the czar. The journalista 
who went to Moscow for the ceremony 
were supposed to have been treated with 
the greatest consideration and courtesy 
and to haye had a good time generally, 
but «as wu matter of fact they were as 
closely watched as if they had been the 
most desperate criminals, and their 
lightest words were at once reported t« 
tho police authorities, 

Several correspondents who in con- 
versution chanced to remark upon the 
contrast between the barbaric splendor 
of the coronation festivities and the 
miserable condition of the Russian peas- 
antry were handed their passports and 
given 48 hours in which to clear out of 
the country. Doubtless the representa 
tives of one or twobig Wuglish papers 
were treated well enough, but the rank 
and file of the fourth estate were har- 
assed and badgered by the Moscow po- 
lice as if they were going about with 
bombs in their coauttail pockets seeking 
the life of the ezar of all the Russias. —

‘He shall 
build an house for my name, and ho shall 
be my son, and I will be his father, and I 
will establish the throne of his kingdom 
over Israel forever Truly oa greater 
than Solomon is hero whose kingdom 
shall have nuend. ‘The time of war on 
earth is not yet over, for the greatest is yet 
to come, but Isa. il, 1-4, shall bo fulfilled, 
and when the Son of David shall judge 
among the nations ‘nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they

OLGA’S ESCAPE, 


in Good Words, 


In November, 1579, Olga fell into the 
hands of the police, It should be ex- 
plained that when these succeed in ar- 
resting a nihilist they always leave in 
the apartments of the captured person a 
few men to take into custody any one 
who may come to see that person, In} 
our Janguage this iscalled a trap.

that force whieh was

of its members were the children of 
peasants and had been born in antereyo- 
lution days. Neither intelligent in ap: 
pearance nor graceful in bearing, they 
nevertheless had the look of perfect 
fighting machines. Their huge bear- 
akin caps and long mustaches did not 
| diminish the fierceness of their aspect. 
| They had been selected for size, docility 
and strength. They had been well paid, 
well fed and well drilled. They had, 
therefore, no ties but those to their em- 
peror, no homes but their barracks and 
no enthusiasm bat (acir passion for im- 
perial France, They would have fol- 
| lowed no leader unless he were distin- 
guished in their system of life, Accord- 
ingly Ney was selected for that honor, 
and as they came in proud confidence 
up the Charleroi road their emperor 
| passed them in review. Like every other 
| division, they had been told that the 
| distant roar was from Grouchy's guns. 
When informed that all was ready for 
the finishing stroke, that there was to be 
a general advance along the whole line 
and that no man was to be denied his 
share in certain victory, even the sick, 
it is said, rose up and hurried into the 
ranks. The air seemed rent with their 
hoarse cheers as their columns swung 
| in measured tread diagonally across the 
| northern spur of the cross line elevation 
which cut the surface of tho valley, 

Wellington, informed of the French 
movement, as it is thought, by a de- 
serter, issued hurried orders to the cen- 
ter, ordered Maitland’s brigade to where 
the charge must be met and posted him- 
self, with Napier’s battery, somewhat 
to its right. While yet his words of 
warning were scarcely uttered the head 
of the French column appeared, The 
English batteries belehed forth a wel- 
come; but, although Ney’s horse, the 
fifth that day, was shot, the men he led 
suffered little, and with him on foot at 
their side they came steadily onward. 
The British guards were lying behind 
the hill crest, and the French could dis- 
cern no foe—only a few mounted offi- 
cers, of Whom Wellington was one. As- 
tonished and increduious, the assailants 
pressed steadily on until within 20 yards 
of the English line. ‘‘'Up, guards! Make 
ready!’ rang out the duke's well known 
eal). The British jumped and_ fired, 
About 800 of Ney’s gallant soldiers fell. 
But there was no confusion. On both 
sides volley succeeded volley, and this 
lasted until the British charged, Then, 
and then only, the French withdrew. 
Simultaneously Donzelot had fallen up- 
on Alten’s division, but he was leading 
a forlorn hope and making no impres 
sion. As Ney fell back a body of French 
cuirassiers advanced upon the Hnglish 
batteries, Their success was partial, and 
behind them a second column of the 
guard was formed. Again the assault 
was renewed, but the second attempt 
fared worse than the first. To tho right 
of Maitland, Adam's brigade, with the 
Fifty-second regiment, had taken stand, 
Wheeling now, these poured a deadly 
flank fire into the advancing French, 
while the others poured in a devastating 
hail of bullets from the front. The 
front ranks of the Vrench replied with 
spirit, but when the British had com- 
pleted their mancuygar Colborne gave the 
order, his men chee?ed in response and 
the countercharge began. 

“Vive Pempereur!’? came the respon- 
sive cheer from the thinning ranks of the 
assailants, and still they came on. Bat 
in the awful crash they reeled, confusion 

| followed and almost in the twinkling of 
an eye the rout began, Two battalions 
of the old guard under Cambronne re- 
treated in fair order to the center of the 
valley, where they made their last gal- 
lant stand against the overwhelming 
numbers of Halkett’s German brigade, 
They fought until but 150 survived 
From all sides the despairing ery of 
“Sauve qui peut!’? rang on their ears. 
To the final summons of surrender the 
leader assented, and they filed in de- 
jection to the rear, This occurrence has 
passed into tradition as an epic event. 
What Cambronne might well haye said, 
“The guard dies, but never surrenders, ’’

character and in the phrase they and

Memory Verses, 
Hab. ti, 20 
D. M, Stearns, 


54. “Te arose from before the altar of 
the Lord, from kneeling on his knees, with 
his hands syread up to heaven.’’ In that 
position on a brazen scaffold (AL Chron, vi, 
18), in the light of all Israel had Solomon 
prayed to the Lord as he dedicated to Him 
the temple which he had been privileged to 
build, The temple being finished, they 
brought to it the ark of the covenant 
from Zion, and the tabernacle from Gibeon, 
With all the holy vessels, and put all in 
the temple (verse 4 and Tf Chron, 1, 8, 4), 
We are not told that any of the tabernacle 
furniture was used in the temple except 
the ark of the covenant. Everything but 
the ark was on a much larger and grander 
scale, ‘They had ten tables and ten candle- 
sticks, ete,, but the samo ark containing 
nothing but the two tables of stone (verse 
0), When Solomon had made an end of 
praying, the fre came down from heaven 
and consumed the burnt offering and the 
sacrifices, and the glory of the Lord filled 
the house so thateven the priests could not 
enter into the house becuuse of the glory 
(II Chron, vii, 1, 2; v, 18, 14). 

55. ‘And herstood and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud yoice,” 
The cight divisions of his prayer may be 
easily recognized by the eight times re- 
peated, ‘‘Hear Thou in heaven’’ (verses 
BO, 82, 84, 86, BO, 48, 45, 49), The object 
of the temple is seen in the oft repeated 
phrase, ‘An house for the name of the 
Lord,’’ or ‘For Thy name’ (verses 16, 17, 
18, 19, 20, 45, 44, 48), in order that ‘all 
people of the earth may know Thy name, 
to fear Thee, as do Thy people of Israel 
(verse 48), for there is no God in heaven 
above or on earth beneath like the Lord 
God of Israel (verse 23), who doeth wonders 
for His servants, requiring of them only 
that they walk before Him with all their 
heart. His peopla are a separated people 
unto Him from all the people of the earth 
to be His inheritance’ (verse 68). 

56. ‘Blessed be the Lord that hath given 
rest unto His people Israel, according to 
all that He promised. There hath not fail- 
ed one word of all His good Prong’, which 
He promised by the hand of His 
servant.’’ Before he pre-ed he also blessed 
the congregation, referring to the Lord's 
goodness and faithfulness in having fulfill- 
ed with His hand all that He spake with 
Hlis mouth (verses 15, 24). In Joshua's 
farewell he also said, ‘Ye know inall your 
hearts and in all your souls that not one 
thing hath failed of all the good things 
which the Lord your God spake concerning 
you” (Joshua xxiii, 14). 

67. ‘The Lord our God be with us, as 
He was with our fathers. Let Him not 
leave us nor forsake us.’? God had, through 
Moses, His servant, spoken of this rest for 
His people, and this place where He would 
cause His naime to dwell (Deut. xii, 10, 11), 
and He had also given them these prom- 
ises: “Phe Lord thy God, He itis that doth 
go with thee; He will not fail thee nor for- 
sake thee, Fear not, neither be dismayed" 
(Deut, xxxi, 6,8). His great encourage- 
ment to Moses himself and to Joshua and 
Gideon was ‘*T will be with thee’ (Ex. iii, 
12; Joshua i, 5; Judg. vi, 16). We may 
well be content with such things as we 
have since He hath said, ‘Il will never 
leave thee nor forsake thee’? (Heb. xiii, 5). 

58. “Phat He may incline our hearts un- 
to Him to walk in all His ways.’ To 
know Him is the greatest thing on earth, 
and perhaps in heayen too. It is better 
than wisdom or riches or might (Jer. ix, 
23, 24). He said in His great prayer, ‘O

righteous) Father, the world hath not 
known Thee, but I have known Thee” 
(John xvii, 25), and in verse 8 He said that 
it was life eternal to know God and Jesus 
Christ. 

50 “And let these my words, wherewit® 
IT have made supplication before the Lord, 
be nigh unto the Lord our God day and 
niggiit.’’ 
the Lord may maintain his cause and the 
cause of Israclas cach day shall require, 
See margin and R. V., and also Jer, lii, 
84, where the Hebrew phrase is the same. 
It is a daily relying upon the Lord to man 
age all that concerns us, and He will sure 
ly do it. for all who truly rely upon Him, 
not only day by day, but every moment 
(Isa. xxvii, 8). 

6v. “That all the people of the earth 


Solomon asks this in order that | 


may know that the Lord is God, and that 
there is none else.’’ For that reason was 
Jordan divided (Joshuaiv, 24), and forthe 
same reason will God yet do wondrous 
things for Israel (lizek. xxxvili, 23). He 
would do wondrous things for His people 
today if they would but live wholly for 
Him and serve Him in sincerity with all 
the heart. He is still saying, ‘*Call unto 
Me and I will answer Theo and show Thee 
great and mighty things which Thou 
knowest not’ (Jer, xxxiii, 8). It is writ- 
ten that ‘*the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in His hand."’ And if His saints 
would be cheerfully in His hand and at 
His feet for His pleasure, what might He 
not do? (Isa. lil, 10; Deut, xxx, 8.) 

GL. ‘Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lord our God, to walk in His 
statutes and to keep His commandments, 
as at this day David, ere he died, ad- 
monished Solomon to serve the Lord with 
a perfect heart and with a willing mind, 
and prayed God to give him a perfect heart 
to keep His comumendments (I Chron. 
xxviii, 0; xxix, 19) The Lord said to 
Abram, ‘* Walk before Mo and be thou per- 
fect,’ and to Isracl,* ‘Lhou shalt be perfect 
With the Lord thy God" (Gen. xvii, Lis 
Deut. xyili, 18). As to daily life there is 
ho one perfect in the sense of being with- 
out sin, for of all men the Lord Jesus 
Christ was the only man that ever lived 
Without sin, but any redeemed soul can by 
the grace of God live and walk uprightly 
and have a whole heart for God, which is 
the sense of perfect in these texts, 

62. “And the king, and all Israel with | 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lord.” 
Notice the oneness of the king and all 
Israel in the matter of the sacrifice, Kyery 
sacrifice truly offered to God from the time 
that the Lord God made unto Adam and 
Eve coats of skins and clothed them (Gen. 
iii, 21) pointed to the only sacrifice’ that 
could take away sins—that of the Lamb of 
God foreordained before the foundation af 
the world (1 Pet, 1, 20) 

63. “So the king and all the children of 
Israel dedicated the house of the Lord.” 
And the Lord accepted the house and filled 
it with His glory, as we have seen. Weare 
commanded to present our bodies a living 
sicrifico as temples in which God the Fa 
ther, Son and Spirit may dwell (Rom, xi 
1,2; John xiv, 17, 28).

A Great Display. 

The greatest political celebration, or 
Victory Jubilee, that Woburn ever 
witnessed and took part in at home was 
the Republican Glorification Parade and 
Illumination here last Tuesday night. 
The originators, promoters and workers 
had but little time at their command in 
which to perfect arrangements but every 
moment of it was used and everything 
when completed was perfect and rewdy 
for the fray. ‘The night was a charm- 
ing for the grand affair. The 
weather was clear, moderately cool, 
still, aud just right for marching and 
hollering. 

There were at the very lowest esti- 
mate 600 people in the procession—it 
would have been called 2000 in Boston

According to verse 10) the work oc 
cupied 20 years, and during all this time 
Hiram, king of Tyre, helped him with 
cedar and fir trees and with gold, according 
to all his desire (verse 11), For this service 
Solomon gave Hiram as a kind of present 
20 cities in Galilee, which, when Hiram 
saw, Were not pleasing unto him, and he 
called them Cabul, or displeasing (verses 
11-18). It is impossible to please every 
j one, and the great joy of a real servant of 
| the Lord is that he seeks not to please men 
but God, who trieth our hearts (Gal, i, 10; 
I Thess. fi, 4). Concerning all this work 
it is written that Solomon made all that 
came into his heart and prosperously effect 
ed it (I Chron, vii, 11), ‘This was wholly 
due to the blessing of the Lord, which 
maketh richand to whieh toll addeth noth- 
ing (Prov. x, Rh. Vi, margin). The 
temple is sujpyrostive of the New Jerusalem, 
the Bride, the Lamb's wife, which is to 
come down from God out of heaven and be 
a center and source of blessing to all na- 
tions on the millennial earth, It is now 
being builded and will be the pure and 
eternal home of the redeemed outof all na- 
tions. At the building of Solomon's tem- 
ple there was neither hammer nor ax nor 
any tool of iron heard in the house while it 
was building, for the stones were made 
ready before they were brought thither (I 
Kings vi, 7).

The Zoo. 


The old Public Library in Boston had 


its long career interrupted when the 
most valuable collection of books in the 


world was removed from its shelves to 
the new and more magnificent new 
Public Library in Copley Square. But 


its usefulness as a public educator will 
now be continued, It has been trans- 
formed into a grand Zoological Garden 


to be known as the Zoo. The doors are 
first thrown open to the public Monday, 
Novy. 1, at 2 o'clock. 

The lessees in deciding thus to preserve 
the revered traditions of this famous 
institution, were fortunate in securing 
not only the co-operation but the per- 
sonal counsel of Mr. Frank C. Bostock, 
who to-day owns aud controls the largest 
and most valuable collection of animals 
in the world, With his vast resources 
to draw upon—and that means Zoos in 
all parts of the globe-—it is easily real- 
ized that Boston's new Zoo cannot be 
surpassed anywhere. Mr. Bostock comes 
of the celebrated Bostock family of 
England, his mother being a Wombwell, 
the name of which family bas stood 
since 1805 stands to the present day in 
the same relation regarding wild animal 
collections to England as the name of 
Barnum to this country. 

The Zoo is open from 10 a, m, to 11 p,

The Bundy Time Recorder, 


The Bundy time recorder, the most 
modern appliance of the kind, was put 
in at the postoffice Nov. 10, The object 
is to have the carriers keep tabs on 
themselves in the matter of work. It is 
in use extensively in other cities, 

The recorder is a large clock, which 
keeps accurate time. In the bottom of 
the case 1s a mechanical arrangement 
which stamps on a slip of paper the time 
the hands designate when a key is turned 
in the appliance. The key is numbered, 
and it also leaves its number stamped 
on the slip, together with the time when 
it is turned. The wheel of the minute 
hand is connected with a wheel in the 
mechanical apparatus, and revolves with 
it, so that the exact time is stamped, 
Even if the clock hand has passed the 
minute mark it is possible to tell it on 
the paper from the position of the 
figures. 

Kach carrier has a key which he inserts 
in the clock on entering and leaving the 


postofiice; a star printed before the 
figures tells whether the man is going 


out or Coming in, The star is thrown 
on the slip by pressing a lever which is 
done when leaving the postotlice; a dot 
after the hour designates that the time 
is afternoon, 

The time slips which the carriers now 
make out are not given up. Both 
schemes will be worked together,

Suicide of Edward E, Taylor. 


Kdward KE. Taylor, born in Woburn 40 
years ago last April, for many yeara an 
employee of the Boston & Lowell and 
Boston & Maine Railroad Companies, 
and a trusted and popular conductor of 
suburban passenger trains for 15 years, 
committed suicide by cutting his throat 
with a razor about 3 o'clock Saturday 


afternoon, Nov. 14, at his home on 
Maple street, Stoneham, He was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs, J, Dexter ‘Taylor 


who are residents of Orange, this State, 
and married Lizzie M. Cherry, in 1876. 
Their only child, Daisy May, 19 years 
old, was at home and conducted her 
self heroically during the terrible scene, 

Mr. Taylor had been a victim of dys- 
pepsia in its worst form for several 
years and at times was despondent and 
melancholly and in one of these attacks 
he took his) own life. A week or two 
in the woods at intervals has usually 
been beneficial to him, but failed of 
good results on his late hunt and tramp 
in Burlington from which he returned a 
fortnight ago low spirited, sick and 
suicidal, Ile however made his regular 
trips between Stoneham and other points 
and Boston up to the afternoon of the 
fatal deed. 

His train baggageman, Mr. Harry B. 
Alexander, who had roomed at Mr. 
Taylor's home some seven years past, 
called on Mr. Taylor last Saturday to 


come with him to his train which left 
Stoneham at 3.20 p. m. to which he 
replied that he was not going to work 
any more. After considerable coaxing 
Mr. ‘Taylor agreed to go to his train if 
Alexander would let him see the re- 


volver he had taken from him some time 


previously. ‘This was agreed to (Alex- 
ander had removed the charges from 
the revolver) and both went up stairs, 


When they entered the room Mr. ‘Taylor 
espied some cartridges on a shelf and 
quicker than lightning transferred them 
to his pocket. Alexander saw the move 
and succeeded in regaining them, After 
some more talk Mr, Taylor consented 
to go to work and both left the room, 
Mr. Alexander in advance. ‘The moment 


he stepped over the threshold Mr. 
Taylor closed the door and locked it. 
Alexander fearing the worst broke in 


the door and quickly entering the room 
a sight met his eyes which, he says, he 
hopes never to see again. Mr. Taylor 
had cut his throat from ear to ear, 
severing the jugular vein, and was 
rapidly nearing his end. Dr. Cowdry, 
who lived but a step away, was called 
and found him in a closet still alive but 
unconscious and taking his last breath, 
Nothing of course could be done.

Heart- 
felt sympathy is extended to his wife, 
daughter and other relatives. 

The deceased was a favorite with 
every Conductor and trainman on_ the 
Southern Diyision of the B. & M. Rail- 
road and their grief over his death and 
the manner of it is deep and heartfelt. 
Before being promoted to the office of 
Conductor Mr. Taylor ran on Conduetor 
Richard Carton’s trains as brakeman 
whose love for him was like that of a 
brother. Conductor Carton was not 
only very intimate with Conductor Tay- 
lor but he is a warm friend of Mrs 
Taylor and Daisy, and during the last 
week prior to the suicide the two men 
were together on every opportunity and 
in their talks Mr. Carton hoped he had 
succeeded in persuading Mr. Taylor into 
a better and more cheerful frame of 
mind. 

Not only are the Conductors and train- 
men in deep sorrow for the untimely 
death of their associate and sympathize 
deeply with the bereaved family, but 
the suburban patrons of the Southern 
Division sincerely mourn his loss, for he 
was kind, courteous, gentlemanly, and 
no Conductor could count on more 
friends among this class than Conductor 
Taylor.

THE FIRST NEWSPAPER FOUNDED BY | 
A FOREIGNER. 


Difficulties Under Which Editors Labor. 


Compositors Who Have to Keep Track 
of Vive 


of the Publishing Industry. 


Thousand Ideographs—Growth 


In one of my conversations with the 
prime minister he observed to me: ‘'Itis 
unfortunate for us that we have no pa- 
per like your leading morning journals, 
and What is even more unfortunate is 
that we have no public opinion in con- 
trolling our press as you have. But if 
wish to write upon the journalism of 
Japan you should go and see my friend 
Captain Brinkley, the editor of The 
Japan Daily Mail. No one can give you 
better information on the subject than 
he can.”’ 

To Captain Brinkley, therefore, I 
went. As he is entering upon his thir- 
tieth year of residence in Japan, in 
which country he began ps a teacher of | 
strategy and mathematics in the Naval 
college, which he quit, after ten years 
of hard work, to become the editor of 
the important semiofficial English paper 
which he conducts with great ability 
and on original lines, a¥d as he is inti- 
mately connected in many ways with 
the Jand of his adoption, he, better than 
any one else, was qualified to give me 
the information I sought. 

“The increase in Japanese journal- 
ism,’’ he said, murvelous, but I 
fear the improvement is rather in quan- 
tity than in quality. When I first camé 
here, 30 years ago, there were not more 
than 20 papers in the whole country 
and they of the most wretched descrip- 
tion. Now we have 802 newspapers and 
magazines, with a total yearly circula- 
tion of 278,157,421 copies, Here in To 
kyo alone we have 23 dailies, with an 
annual circulation of 134,804 729, and 
56 magazines, issuing 4,565,999 copies | 
yearly, he chief dailies are the Nichi | 
Nichi Shimbun—i. e., The Daily News | 
—which ought to interest you special- | 
ly,’’ he added with a smile, and the Jiji 
Shimpo, which is edited by Fukuzawa, 
one of the finest men in Japan today. | 
He also keeps a large school, in which | 
have been educated many of our lead 
ing statesmen. These two papers have a 
daily circulation of 40,000 each and are 
very influential. 

“The history of modern 
journalism is as follows: An 
man of the name of Black first started 
journalism in Japan in 1867, and his | 
paper, printed in Japanese in Yokohama, | 
was called The Japan Daily News, At] 
that period, when feudalism was still 
powerful, anything like our journalistic | 
criticism was very sisocking to the Jap- 
anese, and, indeed, it Was actually dan- 
gerous toindulye init. His paper, there- | 
fore, came us @ revelation to the sub- | 
missive natives. But when they became | 
awakened by it to what a power a paper | 
might attain, they saw how unwise it 
would be to allow wu foreigner to haye

FACTS ABOUT A MOLLUSK NOT SO 
WELL KNOWN AS THE OYSTER, 


How They Are Captured Por the Market, 
Why In

Just before the last visitors leave the | 


foaside places where scallops abound 
they see men cleaning down the large 
sloops and fishing boats, scraping the 
bottoms and overhauling sails and run- 
ning rigging, and, if curious enough to 
ask the reason why, they are told that 


the scallop season commences on Oct, 1, | 
This has been the date for years, with | 


chusetts season was delayed until Nov. 
1, owing to the growing scarcity of the 
mollusk and the change in 
which gives warmer weather, as a rule, 
at the end of September and in October 
than was the case years ago, As a mat- 
ter of fact, scallops, like celory, are not 
in their prime until the frost catches 
them. 

The great bulk of the early scallops 
in the New York market come from 
Shelter island and Peconic ay, where 
Visitors in summer may see them lying, 
shells and fish mingled, by hundreds of 
thousands in five feet of shoaling water.

but did not care to take the trouble to 
gather them to eat, much 
market them, Four years ago the Unit- 
ed States government evinced an inter- 
est in the industry and obtained statis- 
tics of receipts at the various markets for 
a term of years. 

The scallops are taken from the wa- 
ter at the various points by dredging 
from the sides of sloops and smaller 
boats. The dredge consists of an iron 
frame holding about a bushel, with a 
coarse network of iron rings at the 
back, like an oyster dredge, Itis drawn 
slowly over the scallop ground until it 
is filled. When the catch is hauled in- 
board, the culling process commences, 
and the refuse is thrown overboard. 
Some of the larger boats put out on a 
good day as many as seven dredges. A 
good day is estimated to produce about 
80 bushels in the shell, and the 80 bush- 
els in the shell will produce about 90 
quarts for the market. The ‘teye’’ of 
the mollusk is the only part retained. 
Opening the shells in cold weather is 
bitter, hard work, and the men earn 
every cent they make, The shells are, 
however, fairly easy to open, and for 
this reason it is no uncommon thing for 
men who own skiffs to take their entire 
catch home, where their wives and chil- 
dren all turn out to help shell them. 
The shells have sharp edges, which 
make most of the men wear rubber fin- 
ger cots, The knife used is of steel, 
With a blade an inch wide and nearly 
three times as long. A good opener can 
get through with 12 gallons a day, and 
the pay is 20 cents a gallon, The small 
scallops are thrown overboard, 

It is practically impossible to get 
scallops in their natural stave in the 
New York markets, They are all soaked 
before leaving the dredgers, the idea 
being to make them larger and whiter. 
By soaking three gallons of scallops 
they can be made to measure four gal- 
ons, but the effect of the process on the 
quality is another matter, Any visitor 
who has bonght them at the grounds 
knows the difference between the soaked 
and the unsoaked. Directly the soaked 
scallops are cooked they flood the pan 
With water, and drive many a good 
housewife’s soul into sin by chilling the 
fat in which she intended tocook them, 
Many atin will she dry them careful- 
ly, cracker dust and egg them, have the 
fat boiling and bubbling, only to drop 
them in and have them come out par 
boiled or parstewed, The fuilure is due 
to the water's being tried out of them. 

The common way of cooking them is 
to fry them, with or without very thin- 
ly cut slivers of fine smoked bacon. To 
do this to perfection it is necessary to 
be rather careless about the matter, as 
too much care, strange to say, does not 
produce good results. Take the scallops, 
Wash them well, and set them to drain 
in a colander for at least two hours, 
turning the. around once in awhile. 
Then dry them by shaking in u cloth, 
pepper and salt freely, dust with flour, 
and just boost them into a pan of boil- 
ing fat. Do not try to drop them in 
singly—just push the panful in at once 
—but be sure the fut is very, very hot, 
with a good tire underneath, Serve on 
avery hot dish with very hot plate, and 
eat at once with wafer thin bread and 
butter. Ivesh and properly cooked, they 
are delicious, 

The scallop is a short lived mollusk, 
comiug to maturity and dissolution in 
two years in its natural element and 
dying in two days when removed, Scal- 
lops are very uncertain in their move- 
ments, and the supply is therefore pre- 
carious, Winds and tides or any changes 
of currents affecting their numbers 
strongly and sometimes entirely clear- 
ing them out of places where they have 
been very prolific. The American seal- 
lops are easily the finest in the world, 
alth@igh the fish has been known favor- 
ably for centurios, the larger Mediter-

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The Work of Dust, 

Dust has a very large share in nearly 
all the pheuomena of the earth’s atmos 
phere. It is what makes the clear sky 
appear blue, and when we look up into 
the sky we see the dustin the atmos- 
phere illuminated by the sun. There is 
nothing else before us that can permit 
the light to reach the eye. Light goes 
invisible, straight through all 
whatever their chemical composition 
The dust catches it, reflects it in every 
direction, and so causes the whole at 
mosphere to appear clear in the same 
way that it makes the sunbeam visible 
in the darkened room. Without dust 
there would be no blue firmament. The 
sky would be as dark as or darker than | 
we see it in the finest moonless nights. 
The glowing disk of the sun would 
stand immediately upon this dark back- 
ground, and the same sharp contrast 
would prevail upon the illaminated sur 
face of the earth—blinding light where 
the sun’s rays fall and deep black 
shadows where they do not. 

Only the light of the moon and the 
stars, Which would remain visible in 
the daytime, would be able to temper 
this contrast in a slight degree. The il 
lumination of the earth’s surface would 
be like that we see with the telescope 
on the lunar landscapes, for the moon 
has no atmospheric envelope that can 
hold floating dust, We then owe to dust 
the even moderately tempered daylight, 
adapted now to our eyes, and it is that 
which contributes much to the beauty 
of our landscape scenery.—Dr. P. Li 
nard in Popular Science Monthly.

The withdrawal of Representative 
Francis C, Lowell of Boston leaves the 
contest for the speakership of the next 
Massachuse‘ts house of representatives 
between Representative John L, Bates 
of East Boston and Representative 
James J. Myers of Cambridge, 

Mr. Bates is one of the best Known Re 
publicans in the eastern section of the 
commonwealth, and of the most 
conservative members of the legislature 
He has shown himself in the past to be 
possessed of considerable influence, and 
no doubt in the last two sessions of the 
legislature his personal following has 
not been exceeded in numbers by that of 
any other so-called leaders of the house, 


JONN L. BATES 

Mr. Bates has this advantage over Mr, 
Afyers in the speakership fight. He went 
{Into the contest early last session, As 
soon as it was definitely known that 
Speaker Myer would not be a member 
of the lower branch of the state legisla- 
ture in 1897, Mr. Bates announced his 
candidacy. Although It had been reported 
that Mr. Myers of Cambridge had speak- 


ership aspirations, his formal candidacy 
was not announced until a short time 
before election, or as soon as Mr. Lowell's 
withdrawal was made public. 

Mr. Myers, it is said, expects to re- 
celve the greater portion of Mr, Low- 
ell’s followers. As chairman of the ju 
diciary committee of the house, Mr 
Myers has occupied the position of nom-

As predicted by the JouRNAL the 


total vote cast last Tuesday was about 
200 less than it was on Novy. 3. A large 
share of the absentees were disgruntled 
Republicans who have heretofore been 
loud in’ their demands for municipal 
reform, but when the opportunity was 
presented to do something in that di- 


rection “sulked in their tents’? and re- 
fused to vote because, forsooth, the 
candidate for Mayor, one of the very 


best men in Woburn, was 
their liking. 

John P. Feeney, Esq., a smart and 
worthy young man, lacking only ex- 
perience to make a gapital Mayor, was 
elected by only 7 majority, which might 
have been oyercome with 150 to spare 
had the Republicans who refused to 
vote come out and discharged their duty 
like men and good citizens, for it has 
been demonstrated that a great many 
elderly, sober-minded lrish Democrats, 
who have property interests at stake, 
voted for Mr. Preston, Treachery also 
played a considerable part in the defeat 
of the Republican candidate. Stupen- 
dous lying, not solely by the opposition, 
had considerable influence on the result 
too. 

The Democrats elected a majority in 
both branches of the City Council, in 
nearly every instance by a close margin,

Better Protection Against Fire, 


A very narrow escape which this city 
had on the morning of Nov. 26 from 
probably the most destructive fire ever 
experienced here, due entirely to the 
splendid) work of the Fire Department 
under the direction of Chief Engineer 
Ferrin, an expert at his busivess, for 
Which praise in unstinted measure has 
been accorded to them, has stirred the 


people anew to the danger they stand 
in from the devouring element. The 
danger is appreciated all the more 


keenly from the fact that the Depart- 
ment is not furnished with adaquate 
means with which to meet emergencies 
that are liable any time to arise and 
which sooner or later must result in the 
destruction of a great deal of property 
in the business centre of the town. 

Chief Ferrin has been doing his best 
for a year or more to prevail on the 
city government to furnish him with 
some things absolutely necessary for 
successfully fighting large fires and 
saving property. [le has asked for more 
hydrants on Main street back of the 
buildings from Lyceum Hall to Mont- 
vale Ave., above the Central House, and 
elsewhere, and although the cost of 
them would be far from large he has 
been unable to get an order through for 
the appropriation. He also needs “per- 
manent men,” and the steamer horses 
should be kept constantly in the house. 

None of Chief Ferrin’s requests have 
been considered by the Council, at least 
hothing has been done, and now the 
property owners on the street propose 
to act. 

More than a year ago the city was 
threatened with an advance in insurance 
rates by the Boston Board of Under- 
writers unless {here was an improvement 
in our facilities for extinguishing fires. 
The threat has been repeated at inter- 
vals since, but have been fought off by 
Chief Ferrin’s assurance that the City 
Council would certainly do something at 
once. The Board of Underwriters will 
stand it no longer and have lately given 
notice that the advance will be mado at 
early date. 

This is a fair sample of the way our 
public affairs have been run. The people 
how propose to make a stand and see if 
something cannot be done to prevent 
our city from being eaten up by insur- 
ance rates all because of the Council's 
neglect to strengthen our Fire Depart- 
ment by giving them suflicient tools to 
work with. The property owners up 
and down Main street are not in a mood 
to be trifled with. They are going to 
see what can be done to protect their 
buildings and pockets. They propose to 
find out for themselves whether or not 
vital interests are to be sacrificed to 
“politics” by our city government in the 
future as they have been in the past.

A RUSSIAN BEDROOM. 


THE YVRAVELER FINDS IT HAS SOME 
UNFAMILIAR FEATURES.

Much has been written about the Ger- 
man bed. But how much might not be 
written about the Russian bed? Nay, 
how much has not been written already? 
Even in decent country houses in Rus- 
sia the sleeping place is often merely a 
couch or the top of a chest of drawers 
covered with a rag. But in the towns 
there are beds, and such beds! The Ger- 
man bed, as most people are aware, if 
not from personal experience from Mr, 
Jerome K. Jerome's description of it, is 
placed in a deep box, into which you 
climb and then pull the bed on top of 
you. The whole contrivance is so de- 
signed as to keep one half of the body 
perspiringly hot and the other half shiv- 
ering cold and to suffocate you if you 
are not constantly on the alert. Its 
grand redeeming feature is that you 
cannot tumble out of it however much 
you toss about. ‘he Russian bed, on the 
contrary, is an affair out of which, or 
rather off which, you cannot possibly 
help tumbling however still you lie. It 
is an iron or wooden frame, perfectly 
destitute of rails and about the width of 
an ordinary coflin. Upon this is placed 
a mattress, and the entire arrangement 
is deposited in the middle of the room. 
To get on to it is easy enough, for it is 
quite low. But to fall asleep on it is in- 
evitably to fall on the floor, It is too 
narrow to turn in, and there is nobody 
who does not turn in his sleep unless 
he is a Russian, who, one may assume, 
has been weaned from the habit by 
countless flops in the days of his youth, 
when he didn’t mind that sort of thing. 
He has brought himself into harmony 
with his environment, as the evolution- 
ists say, and is comfortable, The stran- 
ger has not, and suffers accordingly. 

Most people before they enter the land 
of Nod are apt to dream that they have 
fallen over a precipice and are going 
down, down, down, Just as they are 
about to touch the bottom they wake 
with astart and heave a sigh of relief 
as they realize that they are on nothing 
harder than feathers. In Russia that 
dream has a terribly actual termination, 
The visionary wakes with a start to find 
that he has ‘‘gone over’’ in a very liter- 
al sense and is wallowing among bis 
trunks. A cunning man will shift his 
bed from the center of the room to the 
wall. That saves him on one side, But 
he is still open to disaster on the other, 
and a bedroom companion of mine at 
Moscow used to fall out of bed three 
times regularly every night, and after 
the third time lie talking in his sleep 
until daylight, dreaming, I fancy, that 
he was about to break the record by fall- 
ing out again. The narrow bed is gen- 
eral where beds are employed at all, 
Even the imperial residences are fur- 
nished with them, and the couch upon 
which the murdered Alexander breathed 
his last, still shown to visitors to the 
Winter palace, is of the same type. The 
Russians, like their Teutonic neighbors, 
have a good deal to learn about Bed- 
fordshire. 

‘But what about the bedclothes?’’ it 
will be asked, Well, they are much 
more easily described than the bed, the 
fact being that they are invariably con- 
spicuous by their absence, It is not the 
fashion in Russia to supply bedolothing, 
even in the best hotels, The traveler is 
expected to bring his sheets and blankets 
with him if he requires them, and the 
same is the cuge in private houses. <A 
Russian would no more think of offer- 
ing you secondhand bedclothes than 
you would of offering him a second- 
liand toothbrush, The railway officials 
now supply one pillow, one sheet and 
one blanket to cach first class passenger. 
Elsewhere, however, as stated, the 
stranger, let him be invited guest or 
paying lodger, is understood to provide 
his own bedding. There are cousidera- 
tions which render this system highly 
desirable, But it is uot without its 
drawbacks, and when we remember 
that the moan annual temperature of 
northern Russia is below freezing point, 
it will be admitted that ne one should 
be left in ignorance of the custom, Its 
discovery created no small consterna- 
tion among the Hnglish tourists, who 
were quite unprepared for it and who 
arrived at Moscow at midnight, tired 
to death, und found themselves with 
nothing to sleep in and with next to 
nothing to sleep upon, How did they 
manage? One slept for eight days in his 
topcoat, another wrapped himself up in 
his dignity and his dressing gown, while 
& third reposed in a borrowed railway 
rug. 

Guests at a Russian hotel, or in @ pri- 
yate house, for that matter, ought, if 
they are particular, to fasten their bed- 
room doors before engaging in serious 
ablutions, Russian servants and waiters, 
male and female, give no warning of 
their approach, It is no more the ous 
tom to knock at a door than it is to sup- 
ply bedelothes, and a boots or a Cham- 
bermuaid will invariably enter a room 
Without any intimation, ‘as if,’’ as one 
writer has expressed it, “intentionally 
iguoripg such obstacles to movement as 


doors,’ ‘Lhe fact that the room 18 & bed- 
room makes no difference whatever. 
This free and easy stylo may not annoy 
& Slav, but it is apt to provoke embar- 
rassing situations among Hnglishmen, 
Whose morning toilet is a very extensive 
affair, embracing every part of the man 
rrom the crown of his head to the soles 
of his feet, —Cor, Neweastle (England)

A short time ago the attention of the 
passengers on a steamer off the southern 
California coast was attracted by what 
was evidently a fight between two sea 
monsters. What appeared to be a moun- 
tain of foam first caught their attention, 
Then an enormons tail was seen tossed 
into the air, Then the monster breached 
and rolled over and over, beating the 
water into foam with resounding blows 
that could be heard a mile or more with 
the wind.

that Solonion went direetly contrary to the 
word of God, perhaps because it would have 
made him so very peculiar in’ the eyes of 
other tations to be so unlike them in these 
matters

Another class of men who watch 
sheep are those who do it for their 
health, Dozens of men claim to 
have been cured of consumption 
simply by putting in several months 
at watching sheep. The work gives 
what is most required in the deadly 
disease—plenty of fresh air, moder- 
ate exercise and employment that is 
not wearing on the brain, but is still 
enough to keep it occupied and pre 
vent Of course, if a 
man has plenty of money he can get 
these things without herding sheep, 
but there are many men who need 
them badly who haye no money, 
and all who have taken advantage 
of this knowledge have surely been 
benefited. A number of men who 
have taken up sheep herding have 
become fascinated with it that 
they stuck to it long after they got 
over the trouble. 

Of course it is not an easy matter 
to get employment of this kind, but 
if the owner of the range knows the 
applicant he will be almost sure to 
give him work, as he knows he is 
likely to get good service. The pay 
is small, about $25 a month and pro- 
visions, Which the man must cook 
himself, except when the sheep are 
close to the rvanchhouse, But this 
does not happen often. It is no mat- 
ter whether the sheep herder is an 
old or anew hand, the work expected 
of him will be the same under any 
circumstances, 

Sheep ranges in California are 
seattered all over the state, but the 
greater number of them can be 
found in the foothills of the Sierras 
all the way from Siskiyou to Teha- 
chapi and on the other side of the 
mountains, The work of looking 
after them lasts all year, although 
more must be doneat one time than 
another.—San Francisco Call.

A Cannon Ball's Flight to the Moon, 

Astronomers may use long strings 
of figures, but there is nothing that 
gives us a more graphic idea of the 
immense distances which separate 
us from the celestial bodies than the 
old illustration in which the flight 
of the cannon ball is made the basis 
of calculation.

to do with it remains to be seen.

The provisions of the new charter 
have not been made public that we are 
aware of, but it is understood that their 


main features are a change from a 
double to a single Board of government 


to consist of 15 members, 8 to be 
elected at large and one by each of the 
7 Wards; an enlargement of the 


powers of the Mayor; end the crea- 
tion of a Board of Public Works to 
consist of three members with a tenure 
of office of 8 years, into which will be 
consolidated all of the present Depart- 
ments except the Cemetery Commission, 
viving them coutrol of highway, water, 
poor, fire, public buildings and indeed, 
of all the business of the city now per- 
formed by separate bodies of men. 

If the committee had advanced a step 
farther and provided for the election by 
the people of City Clerk, Treasurer, 
and ‘Tax Collector, their work would, 
it seems to us, have approached quite 
near perfection. ‘The manner of elect- 
ing Aldermen, if that is to be the name 
by which the governing body is to be 
known, by the people ou a general 
ticket, cannot but recommend _ itself 
strongly to public approval. 

As to additional powers in the hands 
of the Mayor we are not prepared to 
speak and cannot do so intelligently 
until we have examined the work of 
the committee in this particular. It is 
a fact however, generally admitted, 
that in several directions his powers are 
altogether too limited. 

The most important change in the 
proposed new Charter is the Board of 
Public Works. 
in this city demand such a Board. | 
Wherever this system prevails better!

Joseph W. Hammond, 


At 8 o'clock 
community lost one of its best known 
and most highly esteemed citizens in 
the death of Mr. Joserpn WiLLtaAM TAM- 
MOND at his residence No, 556 Main st. 
Death was the result of blood ia aly 


caused by catarrh of the bladder with 
which he had been afflicted several 
years, rendered acute by a sudden and 
severe cold resulting in pleurisy, with 


pheumonic symptoms, and water in the 
region of the heart which necessitated 
two operations by Boston specialists. 
Ile was unconscious for some hours 
before the end came, ; 
Josern W. HAMMOND was born in 
that part of Dorchester, Mass., now Ne- 
pon on Oct, 25, 1821, and was there- 
fore 75 years, 1 month, and 11 days old 
when the summons came. Tlis father 
was Jonathan, a descendant of William, 


one of the early settlers of Watertown 
(1634), His mother was Mary Annu Clapp 
of Dorchester, who was a descendant of 


Oapt. Roger Clapp, one of 
settlers of Dorchester and Commander 
of Fort Independence (1640 60.) 

Mr. Hammond's childhood and youth 
wore spent in Dorchester and at the age 
of 18 years he was’ First Lieutenant in 
the Dorehester Artillery and Lofantry 
Company, which proves that even at 
that early age he was a person of stand. 
ing and influence, His education was 
acquired in the sehools of his 
town and completed in the new Ipswich 
(N. H.) Academy, and at the age of 21 
he was a teacher of penmanship in that 
institution. He afterward tauglit the art 
in Lynn. In 1849 he came to Woburn, 
and two years later started a clothing 
business. In 1852 and 1853 Mr. Hammond 
was clerk of school district No. 1, and 
during the panic of 1858 was Treasurer 
of the Relief Fund for the poor of the 
community. 

Owing to poor 
to enlist in 1861, but 


health he was unable 
was greatly inter- 


ested in the cause, and did much to 
assist the soldiers financially, more 
especially providing for destitute fami- 
lies. During the war he was ‘Treasurer 


of the Republican ‘Town Committee. 

Mr. Hammond was one of the charter 
members of the Woburn 
Bank, and had been its Vice-President 
for a long time, also acting on its Secu- 
rity Committee. He was also for many 
years President of the Woburn Lyceum 
Hall Association. He was identified 
with the Unitarian church for a period 
of 30 years, and for 15 years he was 
Treasurer of the parish. He was also a 
life member of the American Unitarian 
Association. 

Mr. Hammond has been a_ familiar 
figure in the business and social circles 
of Woburn nearly half a century; a 
gentleman looked up_ to, respected and 
esteemed by everybody. He was upright 
in all his dealings; a friend of sobriety 
and good order; a pattern of morality; 
a man whose example it was safe to 
follow. He was never in all his long 
life heard to speak an unkind word 
against any human being. He was never 
seen in anger. 

Mr. Hammond was married August 20, 
ssl, to Elizabeth Putnam Smith = of 
Salem. She survives him, as do two 
daughters, Tlarriett Josephine, wife of 
J. Poster Deland, and Anna Elizabeth, 
wife of Charles A. Burdett, and one son 
Winthrop. He also leaves a sister, Mrs. 
Mary A. Millett. 

Mr. Hammond had reached that point 
in life when a much longer stay here 
could not reasonably have been expected; 
and yet the end proved a severe blow 
to his family, to the church, and to his 
hosts of friends, The family are deeply 
sympathized with in their severe loss 
and deep attiction. 

The funeral was held at the late resi- 
dence of the deceased last Wednesday 
afternoon. The religious services were 
eonducted by Key. H. C. Parker, his 
pastor, 

Great respect was paid to the memory 
of our departed townsman. The funeral 
brought together a lirge number 


of lis virtues by laying a great many | 
beautiful flowers on the casket and 
following the remains to Woodbrook. 


Many friends from Boston and elsewhere | 


abroad brought handsome tloral tributes 
in numerous designs; home people vied 
with them in the profusion and 
priateness of their offerings; and every- 
one did honor to his memory. The 
Albion Quartet (Ruggles Street) of Bos- 
ton, consisting of Thomas Johnson, J.C. 
Bartlett, George Remele and Dr. G. R. 


Clark, sang: ‘Gone Home,” 


and “I’m a Pilgrim,’’ as only that 
famous Quartet could. sing. The re 
ligious exercises were solemn and touch- 
ing.

An Old Medical Book. 


Through the courtesy of Fred O. 
; Thompson, Esq., of Swampscott, I have 
been permitted to examine an old work 
}on medicine, entitled, ‘The Physitians 
| Library,’’ by Nicholas Culpepper, M. D. 
It is similar to the same writer's “Eng- 
lish Physician,” published at Boston, in 
1708, which formerly belonged to Ben- 
jamin Simonds, of Woburn) and which 
was given to our Public Library, a num- 
| ber of years ago, by Mr. Alva’S. Wood, 
} and in which is the valued inscription in 
| handwriting—"Benjamin Simonds, His 


Book.”’ This writer seems to have been 
a popular medical authority in this 
region in the last century. 

Nicholas Culpepper ‘was a_ violent 


opponent of the Royal College of Physi- 
cians, in England, and hved in the early 
part of the seventeenth century, from 
1616 to 1654. He was therefore, when he 
died a young man of 38. He published 
a number of works and his English 
Physician, 1652, passed through many 
editions. His Uerbal—evidently the wor 
before me—is, on the authority of good 
judges, not without merit, 

|} It contains some very practical fea- 
tures. There is a table of diseases, in 
which a good many old Anglo Saxon 
terms appear. A table of the com- 
| pounds; an alphabetical table to the 
| English names; a synopsis of the key of 
| Galen’s method of physic, and 269 pages 
of text. The book is filled with medical 
|} advice, which will be better appreciated 
| by physicians than by laymen. No 
| doubt, many of the remedies were ap- 
| preciated in their day and the book per- 
| formed the full measure of its mission. 
A translation from a learned language, 
like the Latin, into an English rendering 


| practitioners whose educational advan- 
tages hal not been many. To this par- 
| ticular copy there is wanting the title- 
page and there is nothing to show the 
date of publication, Several of the 
} owners of the copy have recorded their 
| bames in several places in the work, but 
I fail to tind any Woburn names in the 
lnumber.

A dead mouse, dried 
and beaten into a powder, is another, 
A bone that is found in the heart of a 
stag, the small bones in the fore feet of 
a hare, and the skull of a man that was 
never buried are others. Sow bugs and 
wood lice have a place in the classis, 
and the following remedy would, if 
tried, prove successful in any age: Eels 
put into wine or beer, and suffered to 
die in it, he that drinks it will never 
endure that sort of liquor again.” 

The following is also worthy of obser- 
vation:

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CONGRESS ON CUBA, 


There is a prospect that Congress at 
the present session may do something 
towards strengthening the hands of the 
Cubans, bat how far they will go de- 
pends much on the way the President 
feels about it. Among « large tnajority 
of both branches the sentiment agaitst 
Spain, aroused hy the treacherous 
murder of General Maceo while under 
nw flag of truce, is at white heat and 
several resolutions have been introduced 
in the Senate giving emphatic expres- 
sion to it. Many of the members are 
exasperated at the course of the Presi 
deat and are impatiently awaiting an 
opportunity to give him a scoring for his 
seemingly inexcusable inaction on the 
Cuban question. It is quite safe to con- 
elude however that he and Secretary 
Olney know what they are about and 
that in due time their course will com- 
mend itself to the cool common sense of 
the Nation. 

Llowever, it looks as though a 
cisive step on the part of the United 
States could not much longer be de 
layed. ‘his country” is thoroughly 
aroused in behalf of the Cuban cause ;

MODELING A STATUE. 


TEDIOUS PRELIMINARY DETAILS OFA 
SCULPTOR’S WORK, 

He Must Bo fomething of a Mechanic as 
Well as Artist 
Working With Clay—Marble Carved at 
Carrara by Skilled Workmen. 


Great Care Required In 


It is said of Michael Angelo that he 
carved some of the greatest master- 
pieces directly from rough blocks of 
marble without any preparatory studies 
or models; but, then, the great Floren- 
tine was a genius, and his knowledge 
of the haman form and his powers in 
delineating it Were supreme. 

The mode] appeared to him superfin- 
ous, but he scmetimes miscalculated 
how far his blocks of marble would car- 
ry him in the realization of his ideas. 
It cannot be wondered at that his meth- 
od has been followed by few, on account 
of the colossal difficulties involved in 
carrying it out, and few sculptors would 
consider themselves competent to attack 
amass of stone and carve therefrom a 
figure almost breathing with life. Even 
in the old days sculptors resorted to 
moro artificial and prosaic methods for 
the evolution of their ideasin bronze or 
marble. 

When we look upon a finished marble 
statue, we rarely think of the time and 
labor that have been expended on it. 
First, a model must be made, but even 
preliminary to this the sculptor puts his 
ideas in the form of aroagh ‘‘sketch’’ in 
clay or wax, according to the delicacy 
required, 

Here the main points are rapidly 
molded in, and some idea is obtained 
of how the statue will look when it is 
finished. A passing thought, an idea, is 
in this way fixed and is more carefully 
worked up in the model. 

As a rule the first mode) is sma) and 
is of clay or wax, and ut first consists 
of a nucleus of tow or some such mate- 
rial, on which the clay is laid. Bit by 
bit it is built up until by trimming and 
adding, flattening and rounding off, the 
figure comes to assume its proper pro- 
portions. 

The rough outlines of the ‘‘sketch’’ 
are developed, new ideas are added, oth- 
ers are altered, and by degrees the real- 
ization of the sculptor’s thoughts be- 
gins to appear in the clay. 

In the actual manipulation great care 
must be taken that the clay is of the 
proper consistence and possesses the 
requisite amount of moisture; otherwise 
it may become dry and crack. 

A still more serious accident is where 
the clay crumbles to pieces. In this way 
the Jabor of months may in a few min- 
utes vanish into amass of debris, an 
experience which many sculptors have 
had. 

To guard against this the clay must 
from time to time be moistened, and 
when work is finished for the day the 
model must be carefully covered with 
dampcloths. In this way accidents may 
be prevented. 

When large models have to be made, 
extra precautions must be taken against 
drying. The nucleus must be made 
strong, of iron rods along the lines 
where there is Jeast support, as in the 
case of outstretched arms or legs, and 
the rods must be properly fixed in a sta- 
ble basis. 

At first the figures are modeled nude, 
and full regard is paid to all anatomic- 
al details. The drapery is added after- 
ward from studies arranged on lay fig- 
ures, 

When the model is finished accord- 
ing to the tasto of the sculptor, a second 
one is made of the exact size intended 
for the final piece of work. Where the 
statue is to be made of bronze the full 
size model is an absolute necessity, as 
the casting in bronze is made from the 
mode), and it reproduces the latter in 
every detail. 

Where the statue is to be of marble 
the final mode] need not necessarily be 
full size, and many sculptors prefor 
working from small, highly finished 
models, Usually, however, a full sized 
model is made in clay, 

The sculptor can still alter or modify 
his original design, bringing certain 
features into greater prominence, sub- 
duing others. 

When the mode) is finished, a cast of 
it is taken in plaster, and this latter is 
used as the final model, and, with it as 
# guide, the block of marble is carved 
by skilled workmen, This is an art 
which has been carried to a high degree 
of perfection in Italy, and the workmen 
of Carrara are famous, 

The sculptor makes his model in clay 
and takes a plaster cast, and then sends 
it to the works in Carrara, where it is 
chiseled and then returned to him for 
the final touches, 

After the choice of a suitable block 
of stone a most important piece of work 
has to be done—namely, the marking of 
certain points on the plaster cast and 
the determination of similar points in 
the marble, Various methods and in- 
Ktruments have been recommended for 
this purpose, 

In practice a divided frame is used, 
and the exact distance of certain mark- 
ed points on the plaster cast is accurate- 
ly weasured, Fixed points on the stone 
are marked, and from these the other 
points are measured with instruments, 
and the depth to which the stone must

po out or drilled is determined with 
great accuracy, 

In this way all prominent points are 
marked ont, and holes are drilled to the 
required depth and the intervening mar- 
ble chiseled away, at first roughly, then 
with greater and greater care, till the 
marble begins to assume its finished 
shape. 

In the larger sculpture works ono 
man does the marking, another the 
rough chiseling, another the fine work. 
Finally a stage is reached when it pass- 
os into the hands of the sculptor him- 
self, and he it is who puts the lines of 
genius into it with his fine instraments. 

Although the workers in Carrara are 
clever, they seldom are gifted enough to 
supply the finishing touches which give 
the characteristics of the great sculptors 
thomsel ves. —London Sketch. 


How Population Has Moved Westward, 
Nothing illustrates the marvelous 
growth of our country more graphically 
than tho rapid yet steady pace which 
the center of population in the United 
States has made in its westward march, 
In 1790, the time of taking the first 
census, the center of population was 2i 
miles east of Baltimore, in the upper 
end of Chesapeake bay. Between that 
time and 1800 it moved 41 miles, or to 
a spot 18 miles directly west of Balti- 
more. During the decade which ended 
with 1810 the westward movement was 
not so rapid, being only 86 miles, which 
located the center of population at that 
time 40 miles northwest by west of 
Washington. Between 1810 and 1820 it 
made marvelous strides, Janding 16 
miles north of Woodstock, Va., which 
was 60 miles from the spot occupied by 
the center in 1810. During the dee- 
ade which ended with 1880 it moved 
only 89 miles, this taking it to » spot 
19 miles west southwest of Moresfield, 
W. Va. By 1840 it had moved west by 
south a distance of 55 miles, or toa 
place 16 miles south of Clarksville, W. 
Va. Between 1840 and 1850 another 
move of 55 miles was made, and the 
census report of the latter year informed 
the curious reader that ‘‘the center of 
population is now 23 miles southeast of 
Parkersburg,’’ which is now in the state 
of West Virginia. 

When the census of 1860 was taken, 
it was found that the center of popula- 
tion was at a spot in the middle of the 
Scioto river, 20 miles south of Chilli- 
cothe, O. In 1870 it was still in Ohio, 
but bad climbed out of the river and 
moved to a spot 48 miles east by north 
from Cincinnati. Between 1870 and 
1880 the center of population passed al- 
most directly through Cincinnati, moy- 
ing west by south, and when the census 
was taken in the latter year it was lo- 
cated eight miles southwest of the city 
above named, Between 1880 and 1890 
it moved into the Hoosier State and was 
found, when the last decennial census 
was taken, to be 20 miles east of Colum- 
bus, Ind.—St, Louis Republic. 

How the Greco-Egyptians Painted. 

The remarkable series of portraits 
found in Egypt are described in The 
Monthly Illustrator and the methods the 
old artists employed: 

The methods of these ancient days 
were totally different from those of the 
present day and were evidently vastly 
more durable, Panels of wood were used 
to paint on—sycamore and cypress—also 
panels or papier mache, and occasional- 
ly they were formed by gluing three 
thicknesses of cunvas together. These 
panels were usually about 14 inches long 
by 7 inches wide. The artist used liquid 
wax instead of oil to mix the colors, 
which were made, not from vegetable, 
but from mineral substances, and were 
of marvelous brilliancy and permanence 
—blue powdered lapis lazuli, green 
malachite, red oxide of iron, ete. The 
colors were }xid on in patches, some- 
what after the fashion of a mosaic, and 
afterward blended with an instrument 
called the cestrum, which appears to 
have been a lancet shaped spatula, long 
handled, with at oneend acurved point, 
at the other a finefy dentated edge, With 
the toothed edge the wax could be equal- 
ized and smoothed, while the point was 
used for placing high lights, marking 
lips, eyebrows, ete. 

The final process, which gives the 
hame encaustic to this kind of painting, 
was the burning in of the colors. This 
was done by the application of a heated 
surface to the panel, though George 
Ebers believes that in Egypt the heat of 
the sun was probably all that was need- 
ed to complete the artist's work,

FAMOUS OLD HILL. 


When It Was Uncovered, Residents of South 
Baltimore For Three Days Drank For 
Nothing—A Saloon In Federal Hill Which 


Evaded the Sunday Closing Law, 


Famous old Federal hill, over in 
South Baltimore, was not always as it 
is, and many still remember its unsight- 
ly appearance when it was private prop- 
erty and sand and clay were dug from 
it to supply the glass works and potter- 
ies. This was before the war, but Gen- 
eral Butler stopped the undermining 
when he camped there in 1862, 

The only excavation that has been 
since made there was the magazine built 
by Colonel Duryea of the zouaves in 
1863. This magazine was dug by John 
A. Walton, called ‘‘Groundmole’’ from 
the fact that for over 80 years he had 


been burrowing into Federal hill for | 


the sand and clay. 

In the early part of 1850 one of the 
periodical spasms of a rigid enforcement 
of all laws swept over the local police 
department in a virtuous wave, and the 
order for Sunday closing went forth. 

After the populace had gone dry for 
almost two months a couple of young 
men felt that duty called them to the 
rescue of suffering humanity, and hay- 
ing by hard work succeeded in laying 


by a few dollars they invested it in beer | 
They selected a | 
Hughes | 


for the public weal. 
cave having its entrance on 
street, near Covington, they walled up 
the sides of the entrance, a stout oaken 
door was put in place, and they took out 
a license and opened a saloon in the 
bowels of Federal hill, 


As the summer months approached | 


the ‘‘Underground”’ became more pop- 
ular, as in the darkness of the cave it 
was always cool and dry, and the flicker 
of the tallow dips made a weird scene 
which was a novelty. On Sunday the 
big door was tightly closed and pad- 
locked, and no violation of the law was 
noticeable. No other caveon Hughes or 
Covington near the entrance to 
the ‘Underground’ connected with it, 
and no one ever centered there on Sun- 
day. But around on Warren and John- 
son streets occasionally some one would 
enter the caves. 
that side, however, and the police were 
not suspicious. Those who entered the 
hill went by many different tunnels to 
the northeastern part, and there they 
found, in a large amphitheater, lights 
and tables and many a jolly party tell- 
ing stories and drinking in the cool, dry 
atmosphere of the cavern. From one of 
the many passageways that led off from 
this large subterranean room waite 
came With the foaming glasses. 
feet down this passage was the bar, The 
business thrived for two years, 

In the summer tho air in the cave was 
cooler than it was outside, and in the 
winter it was warmer, All the year the 
‘*Underground’’ was the favorite re 
sort. The two young men made money, 
and they increased their liquid stock, 
Toward the close of the second yoar 
they had $2,000 worth of beer stored 
away near Mederal hill, 

One night in April, 1852, there was 
a terrible thunderstorm, About 4 
o'clock in the morning a crash shook 
the whole neighborhood, and when 
Adam Biddle went to his saloon under 
Federal hill the next morning he found 
that the door had been burst open by 
the weight of loose sand that had fallen 
and choked up the entrance, The huge 
padlock had been thrown across the 
street by the force, and it, with the 
broken staple, was picked up and is 
still in possession of Robert Henderson, 
who was then a more boy, 

Biddle, on discovering the ruin 
wrought by the storm, sought out his 
partner, George Snyder, and they tried 
to effect an entrance to the ** Under 
ground” through the other passages, 
but it was useless, The amphithoater 
was filled up and all the passages with 
in 100 feet of it, The whole northeast 
ern corner of the hill, at Covington and 
Hughes streets, had settled down 

With many a regret the buried beer 
was abandoned and in time forgotten, 
Biddle and Suyder went into other lines 
of business and afterward left the city. 

One Sunday morning in the fall of 
1858 two boys, one of whom was Dayid 
Clark, now living at 22% Cross street, 
were playing on the hill, A fresh slide 
hac occurred during the night and left 
ay opening which seamed to be the top

| Beer flowed like water truly, and as 
fast as one barrel was empty another 
was “rescaed.’’ The beer had aged and 
was heavy. The cool earth surrounding 
it had kept it sweet, and people came 
| from all parts to drink at the fountain 
| which flowed for them without money 
and without price, 
| For three days the carousal was con- 
| tinued. Then another cayein occurred 
and the beer was again buried, this time 
probably forever, as no part of it has 
| since been recovered, and piles have 
| been driven into that part of the hill to 
sustain the terrace and prevent further 
landslides. —Baltimore World.

1, “Now, when Jess was born in Beth 
Jehem of Juda in the days of Herod the 
king, behold, there came wise men from 
the enst to Jerusalem.’' He was foreor 
dained before the foundation of the world 
(1 Pet. i, 20), and when the fullness of 
time was como God sent forth His Son, 
made of a woman, made under the law, 
to redeom them that were under the law 
(Gal, iv, 4, 6) Not only is He the Son of 
God, but, as in chapter i, 1, the Son of 
David, the son of Abraham, and therefore 
the one fn whom all the promises to David 
and Abraham will be fulfilled. In Tim 
shall all Seripture be fulfilled, for it all 
concerns Him (Luke xxiv, 27, 44). His 
birth in Bethlehem was but an event ina 
life without beginning or end (John xvil, 
6; Rey, xxii, 1-5). 

2. “Saying, Where is TTe that is born 
Kinge of the Jews, for we have seen His 
star in the oust and are come to worship 
Hime’ They had no doubt as to whom 
they wanted to see, nor as to what they 
wanted todo, ‘They came to see the new 
born King of the Jews and to worship 
Him.

Christ is the Greek for 
the Hebrew word Messiah, and the Eng- 
lish of each is the anointed. See the use 
of the word in I Sam, ii, 10, 85; Ps. fi, 2, 
6; Dan, ix, 25, Ifear also the chief 
priests mockingly call Him ‘Christ the 
King of Israel’ (Mark xv, 81, 82), 

5. “And they said unto him, In Bethle- 
hem of Juda, for thus it is written by 
the prophet.’’ Herod weuld now see that 
there must be something in it, for the 
prophets of Isracl had foretold what the 
Wise men from the cast indicated had now 
come to pass, ‘That there were those in 
Israel who were patiently waiting for this 
greatevent is clear from the record con- 
cerning Simeon and Anna (Luke il, 25, 
26, 38). There were those who looked for 
redemption in Israel and expected a Ke- 
deemer about that time. 

6. “And thou, Bethlehem, in the land of 
Juda, art not the least among the princes 
of Juda, for out of thee shall come a Goy- 
ernor, that shall rule my people Israel.”’ 
This is quoted from Mic. v, 2. The rest of 
the verse is most interesting and a proof 
of the divinity of this child, ‘His goings 
forth have been from of old, from everlast- 
ing.’’ He appeared to Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, to Moses, Joshua, Gideon and 
Solomon, Jesus, the Son of Mary, is the 
Lord God of the holy prophets. He sees 
the end from the beginning, and 700 years 
before the event foretold His birth in 
Bethlehem. 

7. ‘Then Herod, when he had privily 
called the wise men, inquired of them dili- 
gently what time the star appeared.’’ The 
devi}, whose great weapon is death, was 
working in Herod to destroy this child 
King. This is evident from verse 16, for 
the age of the children slain is associated 
with the inguiry which he made of the 
wise men. What blessed little martyrs 
those innocent babes were! They died for 
Him, and He will not forget it in that 
day. “They shall come again from the 
land of the enemy” (Jer. xxxi, 16). Death, 
the enemy, took their bodies for a time, 
but they shall rise again, 

8 “And he sent them to Bethlehem 
and said, Go and search diligently for the 
young child, and when ye have found 
Him, brings me word again, that I may 
come and worship Him also.’? The devil 
is a Harand a murderer (John viii, 44), 
but all his plots against God and His 
Christ shall come to naught. He seems 
successful for the present, but the end is 
not yet, 

. ‘*When they had heard the king, they 
departed, and, lo, the star which they saw 
in the east went before them till it came 


and stood over where the young child 
was'’—evidently guided them to the very 
house. Possibly an angel of God guiding 


them all the way, for ordinary stars, while 
they guide the mariner across the track- 
less sea, do not stand over a particular 
house in a town, us if saying, ‘* This is the 
place.’’  Anyels ure called stars in Rey. i, 
20; ix, 1 

10. ‘*When they saw the star, they re- 
joiced with exceeding great joy."’ It 
would seem that they lost sight of it for a 
time, Was it hecause they stopped to in 
quire of Herod, or inorder that they might 
inquire of Herod It is not written, but 
this we know, that God Himself is all suf 
ficient for Tlis people inall things. He does 
sometimes guide thus through people, but 
when He beyins to do a supernatural 
thing, asin this ease, itis not likely that 
He would have us turn aside to man, 

11 “And when they were come unto the 
house they saw the young child with Mary, 
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their treasures they presented unto Him 
gifts—old and frankincense and myrrh.” 
Thus God provided beforehand for a jour- 
ney of which as yet Joseph and Mary knew | 
nothing. He will provide for all the needs | 
of His people in His own wonderful way 
even if He has to use an angel or birds or 
even fishes. These men, how many we are 
not told, believed that this child would yet 
be the king of the Jews, and as such they | 
worshiped Him. | 
12. ‘‘And being warned of God in a 
dream that they should not return to Her- 
od, they departed into their own country 
another way.'’ Notice in the rest of 1  ¢ 
chapter the other instances of direct guid- 
ance from God concerning this child, and 
if you are a child of God by faith in Christ 
Jesus fear not to believe that you are loy- 
ed as He is loved and will be equally cared

| A NEW LEASE OF LIFE 


I have just received a letter from an 
old friend which recalls a remarkable 
operation I once performed in transfu- 
sion of blood.

trol. Tho only cause of alarm now was | 
extreme weakness and the risk of second- 
ary hemorrhage. 

It was while watching by Wycherly’s 
bedside that I evolved the plot which 
forms tho gist of my story.

The Burbeen Lectures. 


On the evening of Dec. 17, Prof. 
Louis C. Elson of Boston, opened the 
course, 1896-7, of the Burbeen Free 
Lecture Fund, and did it admirably. 

Prof. Elson is one of the great musi- 
cal lights in the **Athens of America,” 
occupying an euviable position among 
the most famous names that adorn the 
art, a peer of Lang and that class musi- 
cians, and no extra heralding is 
peeded to attract a tull house when a 
lecture by him on his favorite theme is 
announced. ‘This was plainly shown 
on the evening of the 17th when Ly- 
ceum Hall was fairly crowded with 
people anxious to hear the Professor on 
‘Shakespeare in Music,” which title, 
it seemed to us, ought to have read 
the other way, **Music in Shakes- 
peare,” and were greatly pleased with 
all they heard, 

Prof. Elson appeared in this popular

course last season and the fact of a 
second engagement proves that he 
stands well as a lecturer with our 
people. There is no question at all 


xbout that. His lecture on **Shakes- 
peare in Music” is in some respects av 
oddity, that is to say, it differs in com- 
position aud delivery from the generality 
of productions of a similar character. 
In this notably: the Professor sings a 
part of his production by way of illus- 
tration, and thus makes it entertaining. 
It caunot be successfully disputed but 
that the theme is a dry one. Very few 
people care whether Shakespere knew 
anything about **the concord of sweet 
sounds” or uot, and an argument to 
prove that he did or didu’t would be 
likely to full on unsympathetic ears ip 
a common, everyday audience ; but the 
Professor made the most of his subject, 
and his fine writing and reading, supple- 
mented with singing, made a lecture 
with which everybody was highly satis- 
fied and pleased.

A SOLDIER'S STORY. 


*“‘And you Wish me to tell you,’’ said 
the old Commandant B——, a shade of 
sorrow crossing his worn visage—‘tyou 
wish me to tell you of my entree at 
Saint Cyr in 1812?

The Cigar Stump Exchange. 

Without a doubt the most novel ex- 
change is the Cigar Stump exchange, 
held at Paris, in the ancient Place Mau- 
bert, Which is the resort of more curi- 
ous characters than any other place in 
the world, On the steps which lead to 
it from the Boulevard St. Germain 
the Parisian Cigar Stamp exchange 
mects every pleasant afternoon. 

All members of the exchange bring 
their wares to these meetings in paper 
boxes. There is no dealing in futures. 
Each broker sells only the cigar ends ac- 
tually in bis possession. 

The buyers on this exchange are 
wholesalers and retailers. The whole- 
sulers buy up ull the stumps they can 
get for about a franc «a pound, clean 
them, cut them up fine and sell the prod- 
uct in packages with fancy coyers 4s 
smuggled tobacco for 8 or 4 francs a 
pound, 

The government tobacco of similar 
quality costs between 5 and 6 francs a 
pound, ‘The retail buyers purchase only 
two or three pounds of stumps at a time 
for their own consumption, The prices 
on the Tobacco Stump exchange vary, 
of course, us on other exchanges, acocord- 
ing tothe relations of supply and de- 
mand, 

In winter, when fewer persons sinoke 
in the street, fewer stumps are found in 
the gutters and brought to the exchange, 
aud the sellers get 10 or 15 per cent 
more for their stumps than they get in 


summer when the boulevards and 
squares are crowded with smokers,—

WASHINGTON MONUMENT, 


Interesting Facts About the Tall 


Shaft of White Marble, 

The distance at which the monument 
is visible has always been a matter of 
debatable interest with Washington peo- 
ple, Not a train approaches the city, 
nor a bat speeds up and down the Poto 
qwac, but carrics a group of people anx 
fous to sco at just What point they can 
last soe the white marblo against the sky 
as they depart or first flud it as they re 
turn, 

Probably the greatest distaneo at 
which the monument is seen is from the 
summit of the Blue ridge at Snicker's 
gop, a distanee of about 48 miles in an 
airline, The elevation ther 2, 000 
feet above the Potomac, The mountain: 
eors yours ago, with their keen eyes, 
trained to long and sharp sight in’ the 
mountains, detected the white 
gleaming on the horizon, and they can 
always quickly determine its place on 
the horizon line.

The mountain people are 
only too glad to pointout the monument 
to their visitors and usually tell thein 
the secret oy Which they can themeselvos 
locate it, This is by finding first on the 
horizon line the sligit elevation of con- 
tour presented by Munson’s hill, Then 
slightly to the left, perhaps one degree, 
there itis The point from which the 
monument was first seen from the Blue 
ridge is the mountain farm of Mr. Louis 
P, Shoemaker of this city, and the place 
is called Monument View 

One of the most singular stories that 


may be told about the Washington mon- 
be = 


ument is hardly eredible, yet it can 
youched for as perfectly true, There are 
hundreds of 
wear upon their bats the plumage or the 
entire skin of a bird which has lost its 
life flying against the tall mass of mar- 
ble in the dimness of twilight or day- 
break, Every morning ono of the wateh- 
men, Who spends the night in the monu- 
ment, fluds about its base quite a num- 
ber of birds who have lost their lives in 
this way, This mortality is not limited 
to any one species, but includes nearly 
all the birds known in this region. 
Strango to way, few Nnglish sparrows 
lose their lives by flying against the 
monument, but the beautiful golden 
finches, cedar birds, starlings, tanagers, 
grosbeaks and many others of bright 
plumage and great rarity have been 
found, The watchman takes these birds 
up town to a taxidermist, who stuffs 
and mounts the rarer specimens, which 
are sold for a good, round price to col- 
lectors, and the skins of those less rare 
are prepared for the milliner. Hardly a 
morning comes that thore are less than a 
score of dead birds about the base of the 
shaft. 

Another queer thing to know about 
the monument is that its height and 
width vary. It is taller in summer than 
in winter, and in the Jatter season its 
width on the south side is about an inch 
greater than on the north, east or west 
side. This is due to expansion under 
the sun’s rays.

Lowe— William Lowe—that was his 
name. 

I met him everywhere and in several 
places besides and invariably when I 
should least have expected such an en- 
counter, Of all the here, there and ev- 
erywhere fellows I have ever known he 
was the most nomadic. Very likely, 
though, he said the same of me, He 
gouerally traveled alone, He is dead 
now, poor fellow—gone to “Davy Jones’ 
locker’? He went down in the North sea 

I first saw Lowe in Japan. He was at 
that time about 40 years old, had made 
a fortune, was a bachelor, neither dissi- 
pated nor an ascetic, always quiet, never 
surprised and yet with a porennial smile 
which seemed to say, ‘I can’t do much 
funmaking myself, but I can enjoy it 
just the same, and you may count on 
me every time as an appreciative audi- 
ence and as a chap who will pay his 
part of the shot.’? Every one liked him, 
and yet he never asserted or defended

At another time, having come home 
in season to vote at a presidential elec- 
tion, and proceeding directly from my 
steamer to the Gilsey House, I had no 
sooner passed through the entrance than 
I came face to face with quiet William. 
He remarked upon the weather and made 
some slight mention of people whom we 
both knew. That was all. No waste of 


words, no lively expressions of interest. | 


I told him I should return to Liverpool 


by a certain steamer, and he promised | 


to see me off. He did so, and us he had 
come early we had a good Jong chat. 
Tho ‘‘All off that aren't going’’ gong 
sounded in the midst of a recital I was 
giving him of the afflictions of a com- 
mon friend who had Jost his wife and 
one child by fever and was now fighting 
for the life of a second child, so he hur- 
riedly wished me a happy voyage and 
was off, 

The next summer I sailed from Hull, 
England, to Christiansand and there 
took another steamer for North cape. | 
We had been under way but a few hours 
when we commenced gliding in and out 
among the islands of the beautiful fiord., 
Seated on a campstool forward, I had | 
become absorbed in delight with the 
scene when a voice behind me said: 
‘*You were telling me about Ward's 
trouble. Did his second daughter die?’ 

I Jooked around, and there stood the 
imperturbable Lowe. 

Bidding him ‘*Wait a minute until I 
get a cigar and I'll tell you,’’ I went be- 
low and purposely staid there for about 
an hour, Then, rejoining him, I said, 
“No, she got well.’’ He simply nodded 
his gratification. 

Lowe added much to the pleasure of | 
my trip, for he was really good com- 


pany, although he would sometimes sit | 
for an hour without sayg a word. I 
that he was there—that he | 
was kind and unseltish and appreciated | 
all that I might say and do, and know- 
ing the man I was well content to take 
him on his own terms, 

The end of another 12 months found 
me making use of my leave of absence 
by a trip to the Mediterranean and 
north Africa, At Tangier one day I 
Was eating ata small table in a quaint 
little open court cafe and scowling over 
the somewhat too savory soup when 
I read, ‘*You probably 
room at my table???’ This was over the 
name of ‘‘William Lowe, U. $8 A.’’
